TREASURY GOING AFTER SMALL 
INVESTOR WITH “BABY” BONDS 


Part of Secretary Morgenthau’s Program for 
Increasing Funded Debt by About 
$9,000,000,000. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—The ad- 
ministration, finding itself within 
$2,500,000,000 of the legal limit to 
which it may issue bonds, asked 


yesterday to have its authority to 
sell such securities increased by 
about $9,000,000,000. 

The requests were approved 
unanimously today by the House 
Ways and Means Committee shortly 
after Secretary Morgenthau testi- 
fied_for nearly an hour that the 
Treasury needed more leeway in the 
flotation of securities. The meas- 
ure was introduced yesterday by 
Chairman Doughton (Dem.), North 
Carolina, of the committee. 

Officials said the request for a 
change in the Treasury's authority 
grew out of the provisions of the 
Second Liberty Loan Act. That law 
placed a_ limit of $28,000,000,000 on 
the aggregate of Federal bonds that 
might be issued. 

Already $25,450,487,115 has been 
issued. 

The proposal is to substitute for 
the $28,000,000,000 limit, what is de- 
scribed as revolving authorization 
of $25,000,000,000. This, it is said, 


would give the Treasury power to 
issue between $11,000,000,000 and 
$12,000,000,000 more bonds than are 
now outstanding. The $11,000,000,- 
000 or $12,000,000,000 would be ap- 
proximately the amount retired un- 
der the present authorization. 

The Treasury proposal comes at 
a time when the Government is 
planning to spend $4,000,000,000 to 
transfer those on the unemployed 
roll to work relief, and about $100,- 
000,000 on the first year’s operation 
of the social security program. 

Secretary Morgenthau put forth 
the idea of issuing a “baby a 
to appeal to the small investor. 
He described it as “a new string 
to our bow.” 

In denominations ranging from 
$25 to $10,000, these bonds would be 
of 10 to 20-year maturity. They 
would be on a discount basis and 
would be expected to pay holders 
the equivalent of between two and 
three per cent. 

Those buying the bonds could not 
sell them on the market, but they 
could be turned in after six months 
and interest up to that time would 
be paid. They would be issued on 


the first of every month.

Attention was focused on East 
Arkansas some months ago when 
Norman Thomas, Socialist leader, 
visited this area and talked with the 
share cropeprs, whom he afterward 
described as “the forgotten men of 
the present administration.” 
The Southern Tenant Farmers’ 
Union, an outgrowth of Thomas’ vis- 
it, repeatedly has complained to 
Washington that tenant farmers are 
being illegally evicted in violation 
of cotton acreage reduction con- 
tracts, and that planters have failed 
to provide for tenants thus evicted. 
It was at a meeting called to 
hear the reports of a committee 
which visited Washington that 
Rodgers spoke. Other speakers 
forecast a Government investiga- 
tion of every phase of the acreage 
reduction contracts. They said 
that the sharecroppers throughout 
the years had been denied the ‘iv- 
ing that they had earned, that they 
had been forced to trade at planta- 
tion stores and that with their 
meager earnings from crop shar- 
ing, the tenant farmers had been 
unable to provide themselves with 
clothes, schooling and the neces- 
sary food.

Discovery Made ,at Spot 
Pointed Out by Member of 

. Gang, Several of Whom 
Are in Custody.

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 22.—The 
body of William Weiss, night life 
figure who was kidnaped and mur- 
dered last October, was recovered 
from Neshaminy Creek, just north- 
east of Philadelphia, today. The 
body was found near the spot to 
which authorities were directed yes- 
terday by a member of Robert Mais’ 


notorious Tri-State gang. 

The discovery ended a_ three- 
month hunt for the reputed wealthy 
man who was kidnaped by three 
men as he drove up to his suburban 
home one evening. Harbor police- 
men, grappling from two boats, 
raised the body to the surface with 
ropes. 

Wrapped in blankets and weight- 
ed down with irons, the bundle was 
discovered under a bridge after two 
days of grappling in fog amid float- 
ing ice cakes, 

Police Superintendent Joseph A. 
Lestrange had been directed to the 
spot by Martin Farrell, a member 
of the gang, shortly after he was 
brought to Philadelphia from New 
York where he was captured last 
week with several other members 
of the gang, including the leaders— 
Robert Mais, convicted killer, and 
Walter Legenza. 

Marie McKeever, friend of Rob- 
ert Mais, the gang leader, and Ed- 
win (Bones) Gale were brought 
with Farrell from New York. 

Members of the gang have told 
him, Lestrange said, that two un- 
successful attempts were made to 
kidnap Weiss before he was finally 
abducted. 

Lestrange said Weiss was killed 
at 11 p. m., Nov. 6, the same day 
that his associate, “Buck” Mayer, 
turned over $8000 ransom for his 
release. His captors told him they 
were “taking him home.” Confes- 
sions of the men, Lestrange said, 
included statements that Weiss had 
previously been tortured and his 
toes cut off. 

“Gee, it’ll be swell to get back 
to the family,” Weiss, a night life 
figure, is quoted as saying as the 
car drove off in the darkness. Le- 
strange said the kidnapers threw a 
blanket over his head, shot him 
three times, and then wired his 
body with railroad plates. 

Lestrange said Mais, Walter Le- 
genza. Farrell and Gale all were in 
the car at the time and admitted 
it, but none would admit he fired 
the fatal shots. 

Legenza had ordered the killing, 
Lestrange said Mais told him. “He 
knows us. We got to knock: him 
off,’ Legenza was quoted as saying. 


Kidnapers, Convicted of Previous 
Murder, Back in Prison. 
By the Associated Press. 

RICHMOND, Va., Jan. 22.—Wal- 
ter Legenza and Robert Mais, under 
death sentence for the killing of E. 
M. Huband, Federal Reserve Bank 
truck driver, arrived here at 6:35 
o’clock this morning and were tak- 
en to the penitentiary. The two also 
were members of the gang accused 
of the kidnaping-murder of William 
Weiss of ~hiladelphia. 

Federal agents and police guard- 
ed the gangsters who were captured 
in New York Friday, several months 
after they had shot their way from 
the Richmond jail where they were 
awaiting electrocution, 

Legenza, both legs fractured, was 
carried from the train on a stretch- 
er, while Mais, with six bullets in 
his body that police shot into him 
before his Richmond trial, was 
handcuffed. Police said he weighed 
20 pounds less than he did when he 
was in jail here. 

Mais and Legenza, machine guns 
leveled at them, were taken to the 
death cell to await their punish- 
ment in the electric chair.

GHUSEN FOR JURY 


State Rejecting Veniremen 


Opposed to Death Penal- 
ty in Dr. Kelley Kidnap- 
ing Case. 


FIRST 7 EXAMINED 
TODAY TURNED DOWN 


Counsel Selecting Group-of 


12 to Hear Evidence Will 
Be Picked. 


Selection of a jury to try Felix 
Francis McDonald, a convict, for 
kidnaping Dr. Isaac D. Kelley for 
ransom on April 20, 1931, was re- 
sumed today before Circuit Judge 
Nolte at Clayton. 

At 3 p. m, today, a total of 
30 veniremen had been examined 
and 16 had been accepted for the 
tentative panel of 30, from which 
the defense will peremptorily chal- 
lenge 12, and the State 6, to select 
the trial panel of 12 who will hear 
the evidence. 

Indicating that the death penalty 
would be demanded, Associate 
Prosecuting Attorney Wolfe asked 
each prospective juror whether he 
had any scruples against capital 
punishment, and rejected those who 
replied in the affirmative. 

McDonald, pale from long con- 
finement, but immaculately groom- 
ed, watched the proceedings im- 
passively, as Wolfe and Verne R. C. 
Lacy, chief of defense counsel, ex- 
amined veniremen. The convict, a 
blond, broad-shou!dered young man, 
wore a black pin-striped suit, white 
shirt, maroon tie, black hose and 
oxfords. 


Few Spectators in Court. 

For the preliminaries of the trial 
fewer than 25 spectators were pres- 
ent. Additional benches and chairs 
have been added to send the seat- 
ing capacity of the spectators’ sec- 
tion to 170. There is standing room 
for about 75 more. 

The first seven veniremen to be 
examined this morning were reject- 
ed, five by the State and two by the 
defense. Ray Hollman, unemployed 
plumber, 135 East Clinton place, 
Kirkwood, was dropped from the 
venire by the State when he ex- 
pressed himself as opposed to capi- 
tal punishment for a_ kidnaping 
where no one was killed. 

Albert Baudendistel, unemployed 
electrician, 317 West Florence street, 
Luxemburg, and Emil von Talge, 
labor contract worker, of Mehlville, 
were rejected by the defense be- 
cause of preconceived opinions as to 
the guilt of the defendant. 

Frank W. Von Luik, mechanical 
engineer for Century Electric Co., 
who resides at 415 Lee avenue, Web- 
ster Groves, and Otto Radke of 
Glendale, an electrician for Union 
Electric Light & Power Co., were 
challenged by the State when they 
expressed scruples against capital 
punishment.

Thomas Gallagher, a printer re- 
siding on Essex avenue, Kirkwood, 
was subpenaed by the defense as 
a witness, after the State had chal- 
lenged him. Gallagher said he was 
acquainted with William D. Orth- 
wein II, whose wife is a sister of 
Mrs. Kelley, and also with Adolph 
Fiedler, former Maplewood Justice 
of the Peace.

baby. Thomas H. Sisk, Department 
of Justice agent, disclosed on the 
witness stand today in the trial of 
Bruno Hauptmann that a record 
had been made well before Haupt- 
mann’s arrest. 

From another source it was 
learned that Dr. Condon, reading 
from a prepared script, took both 
parts in the recitation, mimicking 
the German accept of the man he 
testified was Hauptmann. 

Dr. Condon is 75 years old and 
the precaution was taken by the 
Department so that in event of his 
death before the crime was solved 
police would have a record of the 
conversations with the kidnaper’s 
emissary.

EVERSON, Pa., Jan. 22.—All fire 
hydrants on the streets of this town 
of 1900 inhabitants were out of or- 
der today—battered out of shape 
with hammers. Solicitor Harry W. 


Byrne charged the Citizens’ Water 
Co., which serves the borough, was 
responsible. 

Byrne said the borough owed the 
company $1000 which it had not 
been able to pay and charged the 
company sent four men here to put 
the plugs out of commission.

MAN, GIRL TAKEN FROM JAIL 
AND TARRED AND FEATHERED 


Seized by Six Masked Men at City 
Lockup in Elkins, 
W. Va.

ELKINS, W. Va., Jan. 22. — 
Masked men forced their way into 
the Elkins city jail early today, 
seized two prisoners—a man and a 
girl—and covered them with tar 
and feathers, at the outskirts of 
town. 

The two, whose names were given 
by police as Peter Rimo, 57 years 
old, and Miss Sylvia Tingler, 19, 
were ordered to leave town, but 
they were returned to jail later, ap- 
parently having suffered no ill ef- 
fects. They were serving terms on 
charges of drunkenness, disorderly 
conduct and resisting arrest. 

Investigators said six men were 
in the group which took the pris- 
oners. They used a crowbar to pry 
open the cell doors after finding no 
officer on duty at the time.

First Time Was Feb. 18, 
1932, He Says, and the 
Second Between Feb. 25 
and 27—Baby Was Sto- 
len Night of March 1. 


LADDER IS ADMITTED 
AS STATE’S EVIDENCE 


Third Attempt to Introduce 
It Succeeds Over Defense 
Objections—Footprint at 


Ransom Spot Brought 
Into Case.

FLEMINGTON, N. J., Jan. 22.— 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann was 
identified today for the second 
time as a man seen lurking near 
the Lindbergh home before the kid- 
naping and murder of the baby, 
Charles A. Lindbergh Jr. Millard 
Whited, a logger of the Sourland 
country surrounding the Lindbergh 
estate, testified he saw Hauptmann 
in the vicinity on the 18th of Feb- 
ruary, 1932, and again between the 
25th and 27th of February the game 
year. The Lindbergh baby was 
stolen March 1, 1932. 

Court Accepts Ladder. 
Before Whited’s identification, the 
State had succeeded finally in its 
fight for admission of the kidnap- 
er’s ladder as evidence, and the de- 
fense had brought out the fact that 
a plaster cast had been made of a 
cootprint which it asserted would 
show Hauptmann was not the man 
who collected the $50,000 Lindbergh 
ransom in St. Raymond’s Cemetery, 
the Bronx, April 2, 1932. 

Edward J. Reilly, chief of de- 
fense counsel, said he hoped te 
bring the plaster cast into court 
for comparison with Hauptmann’s 
foot, and that he also wanted to 
play a phonograph record which 
a witness said Dr. John F. Condon 
made of his conversation with the 
man to whom he paid the ransom. 
A Department of Justice agent, 
Thomas H. Sisk, said both were in 
Washington. Condon mimicked the 
voice of “John” for the record. 

Logger’s Testimony. 

Telling of the first time he saw 
the man he says was Hauptmann, 
Whited said: “I was coming home 
for dinner with my car and he 
came out nearly on my ground or, 
I would say, within two or three 
feet, one way or the other—I could 
show you the very spot if I were 
there—and he stepped out to the 
side of the road when I came face 
to him, with the car, and I saw 
him when I was coming to him, 
and when I passed, through my 
window, I looked at him and won- 
dered why and where he came 
from.” 

Whited said he saw the man’s 
face both times, being the first 
time only eight feet from him, and 
the second time only six feet when 
he saw him standing on a cross 
road. He asserted he was positive 
in his identification, that there 
could be no mistake. 

Charles Rossiter of Maplewood 
testified that he saw Hauptmann 
in the vicinity of Hopewell the Sat- 
urday before the kidnaping. 

The State was presenting testi- 
mony designed to link Hauptmann 
with the kidnaper’s ladder when 
court adjourned for the day at 4:32 
p. m. 

Defense Overruled. 

Twice before the State has of- 
fered the ladder, which was accept- 
ed today, but the defense succeeded 
in barring it on the ground it had 
not been sufficiently identified, or 
sufficiently connected to Haupt- 
mann. The defense was just as vig- 
orous in its objections this time, but 
Justice Thomas W. Trenchard de- 
cided to accept the ladder neverthe- 
less. 

Attorney-General Wilentz recalled 
Detective Lewis J. Bornmann to the 
witness stand to give further testt- 
mony about the ladder. It was the 
breaking of this ladder, the State 
charges, that caused the baby to fall 
to its death--and on this is based 
the charge of murder against 
Hauptmann. 

Detective Bornmann identified « 
chisel found near the ladder and 
Justice Trenchard promptly admit- 
ted it also as evidence.

It Would Repeal 3.2 Law, 
Unify Beverage Super- 
vision and Increase Pow- 
ers of Enforcement:

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 22.— 
Gov. Park’s administration bills to 
double the State sales tax and ex- 
tend its life for two years, and to 
revise the State liquor control law, 


were introduced in the Legislature 
today. 

The sales tax bill was introduced 
in the House by Democratic Floor 
Leader Roy Hamlin of Marion Coun- 
ty, and Representative V. E. Phil- 
lips of Kansas City. It would in- 
crease the present rate of one-half 
of one per cent to one per cent, and 
would extend the period in which 
the tax shall be operative, now end- 
ing on Dec. 31, 1935, for two years, 
until Dec. 31, 1937. 

When the bill was introduced 
Speaker Christie remarked, ‘Well, 
we have had peace and harmony up 
to now, but here is where the fire- 
works begin.” 

The Governor's bill makes no 
change in the present base for the 
sales tax, which includes retail sales 
of tangible personal property, ad- 
missions to theaters and amuse- 
ments, and varicus services, such as 
electric, water and gas sales; sewer 
service, telephone and televraph ser- 
vice, newspaper adverti ing; com- 
mercial laundry, cleaning and dye- 
ing service, transportation of freight 
and passengers for hire and bill- 
board and other outdoor advertis- 
ing. 

Liquor Control Bill. 

The measure to revise and 
strengthen the State liquor control 
law, and to repeal 3.2 per cent beer 
law, was introduced in the Sen- 
ate. by Senator Albert M. Clark of 
Richmond, Democratic floor leader. 

Details of the bill were published 
recently in the Post-Dispatch. 
Among the principal provisions are 
repeal of the 3.2 per cent beer law, 
which has afforded opportunities 
for evasion of the Liquor Control 
Act; placing of all beer control un- 
der the Liquor Control Department 
and establishment of uniform li- 
censes and taxes for beer; re-estab- 
lishment the right of liquor search 
and seizure, abolished when the 
State “bone-dry” law was repealed 
a year ago, increasing the enforce- 
ment powers and extending the 
closing hours of taverns from mid- 
night to 1:30 a. m, 

Enforcement Changes. 

Under the proposed additional 
enforcement powers, the liquor con- 
trol supervisor and his deputies 
would have the power to apply for 
search warrants, as well as local 
officers, and the Attorney-General 
would be empowered to direct pros- 
ecuting attorneys to enforce the 
act. 

Offenses under the present law 
are defined as misdemeanors. Un- 
der the proposed changes, some of 
the violations would be defined as 
felonies, with penalties ranging up 
to prison sentences of two to five 
years. 


Hurricane Lashes Vera Cruz. 

VERA CRUZ, Mexico, Jan. 22.— 
A hurricane paralyzed sea and air 
traffic and left the city in dark- 
ness early today. It blew off house 
tops, uprooted trees and tore down 
electric and telephone wires, The 
wind reached a velocity of 80 miles 
an hour. No casualties were re- 
ported.

Wilentz directed the witness’ t- 
tention to the ladder upright which 
had been cut through for purposes 
of wood analysis and investigation.

Dowel Pin Identified.

Q.* Was it examined for finger- 
prints? A. I have no knowledge of 
that. I turned it over to Trooper 
Kelly. 

Bornmann said he worked on the 
ladder at the State police barracks 
near Trenton. Wilentz interrupted 
the proceedings to explain that 
Reilly wanted an opportunity to 
cross-examine Federal Agent Sisk, 
who participated in Hauptmann’s 
arrest. 

“This would be a good time be- 
fore the State rests,” Wilentz ex- 
plained. 

Federal Agent Recalled. 

Sisk, at whom Hauptmann 
yelled, “Mister, you are lying,” last 
week, took the stand. 

Reilly asked him if he had pro- 
duced confidential Department of 
Justice reports on the case. The 
witness nodded in the affirmative. 
Reilly began questioning him on 
his entrance in the case and the 
co-operation of Federal, New York 
and New Jersey authorities. Sisk 
said copies of reports of Federal 
activities were sent to Col. Norman 
Schwarzkopf, superintendent of the 
State police. 

Q. During the time of the pay- 
ment of the ransom money and the 
arrest of Hauptmann did you visit 
every bank in Greater New York 
and Westchester? A. We visited 
banks with New Jersey state police 
and the New York police at various 
times. 

The lawyer asked if Sisk had re- 
ceived the information on the ran- 
som bill which Hauptmann passed 
at a gasoline station. Sisk said he 
had. 

Q. When was the identification 
made of the $20 bill in Hauptmann’s 
wallet? A. That was made within 
a few minutes after it was taken 
from him after the arrest, by a de- 
tective. 

Q. Did you ever talk to Dr. Con- 
don (ransom intermediary) about 
the ransom money? A. Yes. 

@. Did you ever find the ransom 
money box? A. No. 

Record of “Jafsie’s” Imitation. 

@. Did you ever have Dr. Condon 
imitate the voice of “John” and 
record it on Victrola records? A. We 
did. It was on one record. We have 
it in Washington. 

Q@. When did you come into the 
case? A. November, 1933. 

@. Were you at the home of 
Hauptmann the night before the 


arrest? A. I was. 
Q. Weren't there other police 
there, watching? A. Yes. 


@. Was Hauptmann home that 
night? A. I don’t know of my own 
knowledge. 

Q@. Now isn’t it a fact, Mr. Sisk, 
that a plaster cast of the foot of 
the man who collected the ransom 
was taken by someone? A. I wasn't 
working on the case at the time. 

Q. Wasn't that cast made and 
taken by Dr. Condon’s son-in-law? 

Wilentz objected. 

“I submit,” said Reilly, “it was 
not Hauptmann’s and, under the 
rules of evidence, we should be en- 
‘titled to ask this witness what he 
knows about it.” Justice Trench- 
ard directed that Sisk answer, and 
Sisk told what he had heard about 
the plaster cast. 

“I learned,” Sisk stated, “that a 
cast of a footprint was taken, but 
there is no positive connection be- 
tween that and the man who took 
the ransom, It was taken on a 
fresh grave near a retaining wall 
about 15 or 20 feet from the point 
where Dr. Condon said he turned 
the money over in St. Raymond's 
Cemetery.”’ 

Reilly asked Sisk where the re- 
port was which dealt with the plas- 
ter cast. “In my New York office,” 
he said. 

Q. Can you bring it here? A. We 
have a ruling in our department 
that all our reports are the proper- 
ty of the Attorney-General of the 
United States. 

Sisk explained that he could sur- 
render the reports only on order 
from the Attorney-General. 

Reilly then announced he would 
wire the Attorney-General at Wash- 
ington and ask him to turn the re- 
ports over to the defense “in the 
interest of justice.” He likewise an- 
nounced he would call Sisk as a 
witness for the defense. 

Other Witnesses Called. 

James J. Finn, New York City 
detective, came forward next to 
tell of his investigation of the $5 
certificate, allegedly tossed by 
Hauptmann to the ticket seller at 
a New York theater. Finn said he 
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MRS. CECILE BARR, 
ASHIER of a New York City theater, leaving court at Flemington, 
after she testified Bruno Hauptmann bought a theater 
and that he handed her a $5 bill, later iden- 
Lindbergh baby ransom cash.

Mrs. Elsie Whateley, widow of the 
Lindbergh butler, then was called 
for her second appearance on the 
witness stand. 

Wilentz drew corroborating testi- 
mony: from Mrs. Whateley on the 
finding of the baby’s thumbguard 
by Nursemaid Betty Gow. Mrs. 
Whateley told of the discovery of 
the guard about 100 yaras from the 
gate at the end of the Lindbergh 
lane. It was found, she said, as she 
and Miss Gow were returning up 
the lane from the gate after a walk. 

She identified the guard, and 
Wilentz turned to the lighting of 
the house the night of the kidnap- 
ing. 

Q. Were the lights in the house 
on all the time that evening? A. 
Yes, they were. 

The defense cross-examination of 
Miss Gow had insinuated that the 
lights had been flashed as a possi- 
ble signal to the kidnaper. 

The Lindbergh housekeeper iden- 
tified the black suitcase which was 
in the Lindbergh nursery’ under- 
neath the kidnap window the night 
of the crime. “Mrs. Lindbergh 
brought the baby’s clothes down in 
it,” she said. 

Wilentz offered the suitcase in 
evidence. There was no objection 
from the defense. 

Butler's Widow Cross-Examined. 

Reilly then began cross-examina- 
tion. 

Her husband, she said, was read- 
ing in the servants’ sitting room. 

Q. The second floor you know 
nothing about? A. Yes, I do. 

She described the lighting in her 
own quarters, in the halls of the 
second floor, and in the nursery. 

Reilly turned then to the thumb- 
guard and the weather conditions 
at the time of its discovery. 

Reilly kept referring to the 
thumbguard as “the mud guard.” 

Q. How long was that road from 
the Lindbergh house to the gate? 
A. Nearly a mile. 

Q. How wide is the path, 10 or 12 
feet? A. Yes. 

The defense attorney then sought 
to bring out how heavy the traf- 
fic was over that road during the 
time the thumbguard reputedly lay 
there undiscovered. He took the 
witness over the details of her story 
on the finding of the thumbguard 
by Betty Gow. 

Q. Did you see her bend down 
and pick it up? A. TI did. 

Q. Who saw it first? A. We both 
saw it together. 


Lindbergh’s Neighbor Called. 

Whited, the Sourlands logger, 
was called. 

Q. From Feb. 1 until March 1, 
1932, where did you live with rela- 
tion to the Lindbergh estate? A. I 
lived about a mile and a half from 
the Lindbergh estate. 

Q. Did you own a farm there? A. 
I did. 

Q. Did your farm adjoin the Lind- 
bergh estate? A. There was a 10- 
foot strip between my farm and the 
Lindbergh estate. 

Wilentz had him relate how he 
occupied himself at farming and 
lumbering. 

Q. How many years did you live 
near the Lindbergh estate? A. Fall 
in 1925 to late in 1932. 

Whited declared he knew every 
person who lived in the vicinity. 

Tells of Seeing Hauptmann. 


Q. Did you see any strangers? A. 


Yes.

Witness Sure of Identification. 

Q. Is there any doubt in your mind 
that the man you saw was this de- 
fendant. A. No, sir. 

Whited said he saw Hauptmann 
again at the extradition proceedings 
in New York. 

Q. Who were at your house the 
night of the kidnapping? A. Mrs. 
Lindbergh, Wolf, the trooper; Lieut. 
Keating, or Keaten, and two others 
I don’t know. 

Wilentz asked him to describe 
Hauptmann’s attire. 

“He wore a gray suit,” said Whit- 
ed. “He wore a gray hat tipped 
down in the front and carried some 
sort of a coat over his arm.” 

Q. Did you see his eyes? A. Yes, 
I saw his eyes. 

Q. How close to Col. Lindbergh’s 
estate was he the first time? A. A 
mile and a quarter, the first tima 

Q. The second time? A. Not over 
a half mile. 

Wilentz asked him then if he read 
of Hauptmann’s arrest in the news- 
papers last September. 

“T did not,” he said. 

Q. Now, I don’t want to offend 
you, Mr. Whited, but can you read? 
A. A little, not much, not enough 
to understand the papers. 

Defense Question Barred. 

C. Lloyd Fisher, a defense attor- 
ney, began the cross-examination by 
asking Whited if he received “$30 
yesterday for having his picture 
taken.” Wilentz objected to that 
line of questioning, and Justice 
Trenchard said he did not “see the 
materiality” of the question. 

Fisher argued that the credibility 
of a witness could be tested by 
questioning on whether he was paid 
money or sought publicity. 

“Well, I think I will sustain the 
objection,” the Court ruled, 

Fisher began a series of close 
questions dealing with Whited’s 
purchase of a farm in 1929. The wit- 
ness said he had a deed recorded 
through “Potts, a Justice of the 
Peace,” in Hunterdon County. 

Fisher sought to show, in Whit- 
ed’s answers, that he had changed 
his estimate of the distance from the 
estate to the spot where Hauptmann 
allegedly appeared. 

Q. Didn’t you testify in the Bronx 
that the distance was a mile and a 
quarter, and here a mile? A. I don’t 
know. I answer to the best of my 
knowledge. The roads are still in 
the same place. 

Fisher pressed the witness to fix 
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the date he first’ saw Hauptmann 
near the Lindbergh estate. The de- 
fense lawyer wanted a more exact 
time than “about the eighteenth of 
February.” 
ing it might have been the seven- 
teenth, blurted out that he could fix 
the date “because I lost my sister on 
the twelfth.” 

Whited testified his mind “was 
occupied” with family affairs at 
the time and he could not be abso- 
lutely certain on the date of the 
first alleged appearance of Haupt- 
mann. He said h2 did not know 
Ollie Whateley, the Lindbergh but- 


ler. 

Q. You want to say you knew 
everybody who owned property in 
the vicinity and was around? A. I 
knew the property owners and the 
people who lived there. I didn’t 
know who Mr. Lindbergh had work 
in his house. 

Fisher brought out. Whited like- 
wise did not know Mrs. Whateley, 
Betty Gow oc carpenters who 
worked on construction of the Lind- 
bergh house. 

Testimony Read to Him. 


Questioned further, Whited testi- 
fied “some man,” instructed by the 
Attorney-General, read him parts of 
his Bronx testimony last Sunday 
night. 

Fisher then demanded if the wit- 
ness knew why the officers came to 
his house the night of the kidnap- 
ing. ‘Not exactly,” he said. 

Q. Did you hear about a robbery 
at Blawenburg before the kidnap- 
ing? A. Yes. 

Q. And you thought the officers 
were there looking you up as a 
suspect in that robbery? Wilentz 
objected, but Justice Trenchard :l- 
lowed the answer “no” to stand. 

Wilentz objected to Whited’s tes- 
timony on conversation he had with 
his wife about the Blawenburg 
robbery. Justice Trenchard sus- 
tained the objection after Fisher 
said he was “satisfied” with the 
answer. 

Whited recalled that he had joked 
with a road boss about the robbery, 
saying, “Why didn’t you save mc a 
couple of tires.” 

Whited was asked if he had told 
the police of the stranger seen on 


picion of connection with che rcb- 
bery. He said he had not. 

Q. Did you think the police came 
to your house the night of the kid- 
naping to question you about the 


robbery. A. No. 
Shown Hauptmann’s Pictures. 
Photographs were brought to 


him, Whited testified, before he 
went to testify in the Bronx. 

Q. When were you called to iden- 
tify Hauptmann after his arrest? 
A. Sixth of October. 

Fisher made much of the fact 
that the State had not called him 
immediately after Hauptmann’s 
arrest last Sept. 19. He then 
brought out Whited had _ been 
shown pictures of Hauptmann be- 
fore identifying him. The witness 
said, “My answer was I would 
identify or name no one by a4 pa- 
per or a picture.”

two glances at two separate pic- 
tures before you went to New 
York? A. Right. 

During the rapid questioning by 
Fisher, Hauptmann sat motionless 
staring at Whited and listening in- 
tently. 

Spectators Jam Courtroom at Aft- 
ernoon Session. | 

The courtroom was jammed for| 
the afternoon session, and Haupt- 
mann’s guard had difficulty elbow- 
ing a way for him through the press 
of people. 

Fisher resumed the. cross-exami- 
nation of Whited, who said that of 
the five police officers who came 
to his home the night of the kid- 
naping, he learned the names of 
only three. 

The witness said he was driving 
15 miles an hour when he saw 
Hauptmann come out of a wood 
near the estate. He estimated his 
car traveled about 500 feet in four 
minutes while he observed Haupt- 
mann, looking up and down the 
road. 

“You say you were going 10 miles 
an hour?” Fisher asked. “Do you 
know how many feet a car will go 
in four minutes at 10 miles an 
hour?” Whited said he was “never 
educated enough to answer that.” 

Q. At the time you made no men- 
tion of seeing this man in the 
woods? A. No one asked me about 
it. 

Q. Did you ever see Ollie Whate- 
ley? A. I don’t recall I have. 

Q. Would you say that he looked 
like the defendant Hauptmann? A. 
I can’t say. 

Wilentz, taking the witness for re- 
direct questioning, struck back at 
the defense attempt to raise a sus- 
picion that Whited was implicated 
in the Blawenburg robbery. He

Rossiter then was called. 

Q@. Have you ever seen the de- 
fendant Bruno Richard Hauptmann 
pefore? A. I did. 

Q. Where did you see him? A. 
On route 31 near Princeton airport. 

Q. Wh: 1 did you see him? A. On. 
the Saturday before the kidnaping. 

Rossiter said he was on his way: 
to Philadelphia. 

Q. Where did you see Haupt- 
mann? A. He was standing at the 
rear of his car on the Hopewell 
road. : 

Q. What did you do? A. I got 
out of my car and walked to the 
rear of his car. I offered help, but 
he said he didn’t need any help. 

Q. Did you proceed on your way? 
A. I stood there looking him over. 

Q. What sort of @& hat did he 
wear? A. Slouch hat. 

Q. Before you proceeded on your 
way, how long was it? A. A period 
of from five to eight minutes, looK- 
ing him over. 

Rossiter said that when he saw 
Hauptmann’s pictures in newspa- 
pers after the defendant’s arrest, 
he had recognized them as those 
of the man he had seen on the road. 

Wilentz established that Rossiter 
had been a guest of the State, while 
awaiting opportunity to testify but 
that he had no interest in Col. Lind- 
bergh, the case or the police. 

His Mistakes in Identity. 

Reilly took the witness for cross- 
examination. 

Q. Have you ever made a mis- 
take in identity? A. Yes. 
Q. How many times? 
sibly two or three times. 
Reilly brought out those occa- 
sions where when Rossiter thought 
he saw a friend and went over and 
touched the person, only to discover 

a stranger.

His best recollection, Rossiter 
said, was that the incident occurred 
Feb. 26, 1932. 

Q. That date sticks in your mem- 
ory? A. Yes. 

Q. It might have teen the Satur- 
day before? A. It could have been. 

Q. When did you first see a pic- 
ture of Mr. Hauptmann? A. In the 
afternoon of Sept. 20, 1934. 

Q. How many days did it take 
you to make up your mind he was 
the man you saw?

Former Landlord Testifies. 

Max Rauch, the next witness, tes- 
tified Hauptmann in 1932 occupied

a house which Rauch owned. He 
said Hauptmann moved to his 
Bronx home in October, 1931, and 


lived there at the time of the kid- 


naping. 
Q. When did you rent it to 
Hauptmann. A. Oct. 15 or 16, 1931. 


Q. Were you in the attic? 
Yes, about Oct. 5. 

Q. When did you next go there? 
A. After the arrest. 

Q. What did you find? A. I 
missed a strip of a board about 
nine feet. 

A large photographic’ enlarge- 
ment was produced, and Rauch 
pointed out to the jury the empty 
space made by the removal of the 
board. He said he noticed the ab- 
sence of the board when he ex- 
amined it after Hauptmann’s arrest. 

The first of the State’s wood ex- 
perts, Joseph Dorn of McCormick, 
S. C., followed Rauch. 

Dorn’s hands shook as he fingered 
his notes. Attorney Peacock for 
the State brought out that Dorn’s 
lumber plant had shipped a con- 
signment of South Carolina pine 
to New York at the time Haupt- 
mann’s home was being built.

Yard Where Hauptmann Worked. 

This was the lumber yard where 
Hauptmann worked at odd jobs be- 
fore the kidnaping. 

Peacock called William M. Schlu- 
ter, of Valley Stream, L. I,, pe oe 
bookkeeper for the Halligan & Mc- 
Clelland Lumber Co., who testified 
to the receipt of a lumber shipment 
from Dorn’s South Carolina mill in 
December, 1931. 

Peacock offered the shipping slip 
and Pope objected to it as an ex- 
hibit. “All you know is,” said Pope, 
“among your files was a Dill of 
lading from the South Carolina firm 
and from yours to the National 
Lumber & Millwork Co.” 

Schluter assented. He said there 
were four clerks in his office mak- 
ing out such slips. 

Q. You don’t know which one of 
the four made it out? A. No, sir. 

Pope, addressing the Court, said 
the witness was not qualified to 
testify to the shipment to the Bronx 
Lumber Co.

MISSOURI HOUSE KILLS 
ELECTRIC CHAIR BILL 


Vote Is 52 for, 68. Against 
Measure to Substitute Elec- 
trocution for Hanging.

Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 22.—The 
House today defeated aq bill to pro- 
vide for electrocution, instead of 
hanging, with all executions to take 
place at the State Penitentiary here, 
instead of in the county where the 
crime is committed, as at present. 

The vote on the motion to order 
the bill perfected and printed was 
52 for, 68 against. It was largely 
along party lines, most of the Dem- 
ocrats voting against the bill and 
most of the Republicans voting for 
it. 

A similar bill was passed in the 
1927 session but vetoed by Gov. 
Baker. The 1927 bill was sponsored 
by the Missouri Association for 
Criminal Justice. 

The argument for approval of 
the bill was led by Representative 
Mahnkey of Taney County, author 
of the measure. 

Says Hangings Are Bungled. 

“Many of our counties do not 
have the proper facilities for exe- 
cutions at present,” he said. “In 
many cases the executions are bun- 
gled badly, which would not be the 
case if we had an electric chair at 
Jefferson City. 

“An execution attracts a large 
crowd of curiosity seekers to the 
place of execution and _ in 
case may cause a riot if the crowd 
becomes unruly.” 

Mrs. Gladys Burger Stewart, only 
woman member of the F @use, mak- 
ing her first speech, urged the 
members “not to continue to make 
Roman holidays of executions by 
having them held in the various 
counties.” 

Speakers Against Bill. 

Representative ‘.auf of Jefferson 
City made the principal speech 
against the bill. Referring to the 
measure as “one of the old gray 
bearded bi!l's that are so often be- 
fore us,” he said the execution 
should properly take place where 
the offender was convicted. 

“Many counties would send men 
to the electric chair in Jefferson 
City whom they would not hang in 
their own counties,” he said. “The 
responsibility for punishing the 
criminal should fall where it be- 
longs—in the county where the 
man is convicted.” 

Representative Keating of Kansas 
City urged defeat of the measure. 
“If we must execute people, we 
should do it in the most humane 
way,” he said, “and judging from 
the accounts. of electrocutions in 
New York St ‘e, the electric chair 
is not the most humane way.” 

Floor Leader Hamlin, a former 
prosecuting attorney of Marion 
County, said he favored holding the 
executions in the communities 
where the crimes were committed.

CLOSED SEASON FOR A YEAR 
URGED TO SAVE WATER FOWL 


J. N. Darling and Others Press for 
Conservation Measures at 
Game Conference. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 22-—J. N. 
(Ding) Darling, chief of the United 
States Biological Survey, pleaded 
today for a Federal agency to pro- 
tect and foster game reserves at 
the twenty-first annual American 
Game Conference. , 

About 700 delegates, presided over 
by Hoyes Lloyd, supervisor of wild 
life protection in Canada. heard 
alarming reports from Lloyd on the 
depletion of the supply of ducks in 
the Dominion, and pleas from Dar- 
ling and other speakers for a year’s 
closed season on water fowl. 

John H. Baker, executive director 
of the Audubon Society, offered 
the conference a plan for a closed 
season from Sept. 1, 1935, to Sept. 
1, 1936, by presidential proclama- 
tion, along with the creation of a 
Federal commission and personnel 
to enforce the regulations.

On cross-examination, Bryan 
Purteet of defense counsel ques- 
tioned Kearney about his own 
business over the objection of John 
S. Marsalek, attorney for the plain- 
tiff.

Assessed valuation of property of 
the St. Louis County Gas Co., for 
1935 has been fixed at $3,918,830, or 
about six times the 1934 valuation, 
County Assessor Neaf announced to- 
day.

BORAH DECLARES

Asserts It Gives President 
Power to Prescribe Rules, 
Violation of | Which 
Would Be Crime.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—The 
Senate passed the Connally bill pro- 
hibiting the transportation of “con- 
traband” oil in interstate commerce 
today. The measure now goes [to 
the House. It was passed without 


a record vote. 

\The bill, introduced by Senator 
Connally (Dem.), Texas, is designed 
to overcome objections of the Su- 
preme Court which recently held 
the “hot oil” section (°C) of the 
Recovery Act unconstitutional be- 
cause it granted unlimited regula- 
tory powers to the President. 

The measure would make unlaw- 
ful by statute the shipment of «Jl 
across state lines in excess of state 
production quotas, a power that 
Congress delegated to the Presideat 
at its last session, and declares it 
to be the policy of Congress to pro 
tect interstate and foreign com- 
merce form contraband oil. 

It would authorize the President 
to promulgate rules and regula- 
tions to carry out the purposes of 
the act. 

A fine of $5000 and imprisonment 
of six months for violations were 
prescribed. 

Just before the bill was passed 
Senator Borah (Rep.), Idaho, 
warned Connally that his amend- 
ment was unconstitutional in that 
it would give the President power 
to prescribe rules and regulations, 
the violation of which would be a 
crime. 

“This unquestionably delegates 
legislative power,” he argued. “As 
I understand the court’s decision, 
you must prescribe the terms under 
which you delegate authority to 
make rules and regulations, but in 
this bill the field is wide open. 
There is no limitation. The power 
to regulate is distinct from power 
to prohibit, and it must be based on 
some consideration—either because 
the product is harmful or the act 
constitutes a wrong against soci- 
ety.”

Author of Pension Bill Tells: 


Committee It Would

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22. — The 
Senate Finance Committee was told 
by Senator Wagner (Dem.), New 
York, at hearings on the admin- 
istration’s social security program 
today, that $1,680,000,000 a year 
was needed immediately to care for 
the dependent aged on the basis of 
$40 a month. 

Wagner, author of the Senate’s 
social security bill, was the first 
witness. 

The House Ways and Means 
Committee also met to continue 
consideration of the administra- 
tion’s omnibus plan for old-age 
pensions, unemployment insurance 
and other social aids. 

Not Limited to $30. 

Wagner said that although his 
bill provides for a minimum old- 
age pension of $30 a month, “there 
is no reason to suppose” that this 
will be the limit. There is nothing 
in the proposal, he said, to limit 
the pensions to $30 a month, and, 
furthermore, the Federal adminis- 
trator may “refuse assistance to 
any state which does not go as far 
beyond the $30 level as is necessary 
to provide health and decency pen- 
sions to all its needy citizens.” 

Wagner, a foreign-born Senator— 
he was born in Germany—has spe- 
cialized in social] legislation. He 
told the committee President Roose- 
velt’s program for economic secur- 
ity was “the beginning rather than 
the end of an era,” and marked 
the “rebirth of that idealism and 
love for social justice which is 
uniquely American.”

The rescue was completed in less 
than two hours. 

The President Jackson is due in 
Seattle today.

A Democratizing Program. 
Bishop Perry expressed gratifica- 
tion with the recent work of the 
church in the social field, and be- 
lieves its effectiveness will increase, 
not only in this country, but abroad 
as well. The church has been en- 
gaged in social action for centuries, 
he explained, although the stress 
was primarily spiritual. 
“Our domestic and foreign mis- 
sions,” he said, “have been given a 


new emphasis—a part of the de- 


mocratizing program. All church 
men, from the lay members to the 
Bishops, are learning that the re- 
sponsibility for spiritual and finan- 
cial well-being rests with them and 
not with a small group of adminis- 
trators.” 

As Bishop of Rhode Island, 
Bishop Perry has been in close 
touch with workers, especially those 
employed in the cotton and woolen 
industries there.

BILL IN LEGISLATURE RETARDS 
DELINOUENT TAX PAYMENTS 


Under the Measure, All Penalties 
Would Be Waived Until 
June 1. 


Payments of delinquent taxes 
have been greatly reduced as the 
result of introduction of a bill in 
the Legislature which would waive 
all penalties on taxes delinquent 
from any year, if paid by June 1. 
Taxes for last year became delin- 
quent Jan. 1. So far this month 
Collector Koeln’s office has _ re- 
ceived only about $150,000 in back 
taxes, although ordinarily it would 
have collerted $500,000 or more. 

Mayor Dickmann and City Coun- 
selor Hay will talk to Gov.

They would 
prefer that it be rejected or, if 
passed, that the time limit be made 
March 15 or April 1. The earlier 
date would help bring funds _ into 
the Treasury before the end of the 
fiscal year in April, to help offset 
ie: anticipated city deficit.

FRENCH CABINET TAKES STEP 
TOWARD CREDIT EXPANSION 


Asks Parliament for 15,000,000,000,- 
Franc Bond Issue; Bank of 
France to Discount It. 

By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Jan. 22-—The Cabinet 
requested Parliament today to au- 
thorize a 15,000,000,000-franc ($990,- 
000,000) bond issue, which’ the 
Bank of France subsequently will 
be authorized to discount. This is 
the first step in establishment of 
the Government’s new credit ex- 
pansion policy. 

The new policy resulted in the 
removal of Clement Moret, long an 
opponent of inflation, because he 
would not concur in the Govern- 
ment’s program. 

Officially the French budget 
shows a deficit of only 825,000,000 
francs ($54,450,000). Joseph Cail- 
laux, former Finafice Minister, es- 
timates, however, that the actual 
deficit will be 3,000,000,000 francs 
($217,800,000) and that the Govern- 
ment must borrow _ 12,000,000,000 
francs this year to meet present 
and past budget deficits, and fi- 
nance public works, and an addi- 
tional 5,000,000,000 francs for the 
railroads, which he says are operat- 
ing at a loss equivalent to $1,000,000 
a day.

Republican Candidate Files 
Action in State Su- 
preme Court.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 22. — 
A court construction of an amend- 


ment to the State Constitution 
adopted in the 1934 election, which 
authorized a change in the meth- 


od of electing members of the St. 
Louis Board of Aldermen from the 


present requirement of city-wide 


vote, to election by wards, was 
sought in a test case filed yester- 


day afternoon in the Missouri Su- 


preme Court. 
The case involved the question 
whether the constitutional amend- 


ment is self-enforcing and automat- 
ically changes the method of al- 
dermanic election from city-wide 


to ward vote, when construed with 


present provisions of the city char- 
ter or is only enabling in charac- 
ter, requiring amendment of the 
present city charter in a city elec- 


tion to make any change effective. 
Seeks Mandamus Writ. 

Attorneys for Rudolf A. Gverts, 
3456 Magnolia avenue, St. Louis, 
filed a petition for a writ of man- 
damus to compel.the St. Louis 
Board of Election Commissioners 
to accept Goerts’ declaration of 


candidacy for the Republican nomi- 
nation for Alderman in the Four- 
teenth Ward, in the city primary 
on March 8, and to place his name 
on the election ballot, subject to 
nomination only by voters'of the 
Fourteenth Ward. 

Tho Board rejected Goerts’ dec- 
laration a week ago, stating there 
now was no legal provision for elec- 
tion of Aldermen by vote within 
their wards. 

The constitutional amendment 
struck from Section 22 of Article 
Nine of the Constitution, relating to 
the manner of amending the _ S&t. 
Louis Charter, the clause “At least 
one House of Legislature to be 
elected by general ticket.” This 
clause provided the city legislative 
body should have at least one 
House elected by city-wide vote. 
The Board of Aldermen now com- 
prises only one House. 


Change in Charter. 

For the clause deleted, the amend- 
ment substituted the words “For 
House or Houses of Legislation to 
be elected by general ticket or by 
wards.” 

When a resolution for submission 
of the amendment to a state-wide 


vote was put through the 1933 Leg- 
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islature by Democrats, it was urged 
the amendment would permit one 
or two Houses, with the alterna- 
tives of electing the members by 
city-wide vote or by wards. 

A section of the City Charter 
directs that elective city officials, 
including Aldermen, shall be elect- 
ed by general ticket, with a pro- 
vision that when the Constitution 
and laws of the State permit, “Each 
Alderman shall be elected only by 
the voters of the ward from which 
he is elected.” 

Attorneys for Goerts contended 


in the petition that the amend- 
ment is a fulfilment of the con- 
tingency in the foregoing charter 
section, that the Constitution now 
plainly permits a house or houses 
of legislation in the city to be 
elected by wards, and that the per- 
missive provision is self-enforcing. 
The petition was filed for Goerts by 
Former Supreme Judge F. E. At- 
wood of Jefferson Cify and Rich- 
ard C. Hart of St. Louis.

Commercial automobile transmit- 
ting sets have a redius of from 5 
to 12 miles, and allow inter-car 
communication. Fisher’s sets will 
have a radius of 2% miles, and al- 
low no inter-car communication, 
but the headquarters station, KGPC, 
will be able to hear from cars it 
any distance in the city because 
the cars’ broadcasts will be picked 
up by their district stations on 
short-wave receiving sets and re- 
layed to headquarters by telephone 
wires. 

Policemen in separate cars will 
not interfere with oné another's 
talking.

Green Says Fight Will Be Concen- 
trated in Legislatures; 3 Pct. 
Employers Tax “Not Enough.” 


By the Associated Press. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan, 22.— 


Organized labor’s fight for an un- 
employment insurance plan accept- 
able to the trades unions will be 
concentrated in the state legisla- 
tures, William Gréen, president of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
said here yesterday. 

Green declared in an interview 
the unions were not fully satisfied 
with the provisions of the social 
security program outlined recently 
by President Roosevelt. The states 
have been urged by Roosevelt to 
enact legislation to supplement the 
plan he submitted to Congress. 

In the opinion of labor leaders, 
Green said, a 3 per cent tax on em- 
ployers would not net enough 
money to provide “a decent” mini- 
mum unemployment insurance pay- 
ment. 

“We are willing to grant that old 
age pensions are a social, rather 
than a strictly economic and wage- 
base program, so we agree that the 
building of funds for old age pen- 
sions should be divided between the 
employer and employee,” said Green. 

“But unemployment insurance is 
a strictly economic problem, in 
which it is well to remember that 
the employe cannot fairly be as- 
sessed on the same basis as the em- 
ployer. The employe can’t pass his 
tax on to the consumer, as can the 
employer.”

Boston Experiments Indicate They 
Go Behind Obstructions by 


W. L. Willke Criticises Power 
Legislation; Lilienthal 
Defends - It.

NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—The Gov- 
ernment’s power policy was debat- 
ed last night before the Economic 
Club of New York. 

Wendell L, Dillkie, president of 
the Commonwealth & Southern 
Corporation, said the Tennessee 
Valley Authority legislation gave 
“almost unrestricted discretion” to 
expend “staggering sums of money 
for any purpose and in any manner 
and without competitive bids.” 

He asked for permission to “as- 
sert the rights of our 300,000 secur- 
ity holders, for whom I am trustee, 
and the $500,000,000 in property af- 
fected,’” as all but 5 per cent of the 
Federal taxes needed to finance

Lilienthal declared the manage- 
ment and holding groups “are un- 
der pressute to get as much money 
out of the operating companies as 
possible. In this squeezing proc- 
ess, the legitimate rights of bond- 
holders and preferred stockholders, 
voiceless in the management, inevit- 
ably suffer.” 

In almost all instances, Lilienthal 
said, holding companies exert “des- 
perate pressure” to get earnings out 
of the operating companies to keep 
the superstructure of the holding 
concerns afloat.

Anthony J. Schlueter, factory 
manager for the Hamilton-Brown 
Shoe Co., testified at a deposition 
hearing yesterday that he knew of 
no case in which the company had 
sold shoes below the cost of pro- 
duction. 

His testimony bore on an allega- 
tion in the pending receivership 
suit against the company that shoes 
were sold below the cost of man- 
ufacture to certain. favored cus- 
tomers and that on these sales a 
commission was paid to Alanson 
C. Brown, a director of the firm 
and son of its founder, the late 
Alanson D. Brown. 

Schlueter said that about 60 per 
cent of the output of the com- 
pany’s factory at Union, Mo., was 
sold to the Wohl Shoe Co., and that 
about 25 per cent of the output of 
the factory at Poplar Bluff went 
to Sears, Roebuck & Co. 

The Sales in Question. 

From the questions put by Wil- 
liam C. Fordyce Jr., attorney for 
the plaintiffs, it was apparent that 
sales to these companies were 
those referred to in the petition. 
Fordyce made the point that a full 
share of the general overhead was 
not included in calculating the pro- 
duction cost of shoes sold to these 
companies. 

Guided in cross-examination by 
Luke E. Hart, president and gen- 
eral counsel of the Hamilton-Brown 
Shoe Co., Schlueter testified that 
the volume production of the fac- 
tories at Union.and Poplar Bluff 
made possible by sales of the Wohl 
Shoe Co., and to Sears, Roebuck & 
Co., reduced the unit overhead cost 
on other shoes made in those fac- 
tories. Without the Wohl business, 
Schlueter said, the overhead charge 
on each pair of shoes produced at 
Union would be double the present 
rate. 

Schlueter testified that all of the 
company’s factories except the one 
at Columbia, Mo., made a profit 
during 1934. The other factories, 
besides those at Union and Poplar 
Bluff, are at Owensville and Boon- 
ville, Mo.

NAZIS REBUILDING 
SUBMARINE FLEET, 
FRANCE INFORMED 


Naval Experts Report Ger- 
many Will Have 40 Un- 


dersea Craft in Service by 


Spring. 


By .ne Associated Press. 

PARIS, Jan. 21. — Charges that 
Germany is rebuilding its once 
dreaded submarine fleet have 
caused a stir in French Govern- 


ment circles. 

Because of the damage to allied 
shipping and the accompanying loss 
of life resulting from the subma- 


rine blockade in the World War, 
the peace treaty specifically denied 
Germany the right to build even a 
single submarine. 

Now French naval experts say 
that three classes of submarines 
have been completed or are under 
construction. They assert that 40 
of them will fly the swastika by 
spring. 

Although France has more than 
70 underwater craft, the German’s 
skill in designing submarines ia 
considered here as_ balancing 
France’s numerical advantage. 

German sea strength is being re- 
stored, Paris has heard, It has 
been reported previously that the 
Reich was rearming on land and 
in the air. 

Roger Farjon, Senate reporter 
for the navy budget, told the Sen- 
ate that Hitler’s Government had 
laid the keel of a battleship which 
would be larger than the limit set 
by the Versailles pact. 

German Ships Superior. 

The German 10,000-ton “pocket 
battleships,” of which three are in 
commission with a fourth soon to 
be laid down, caused France. to 
build the battleship Dunkerque, of 
much heavier tonnage. Now the 
newest German light cruisers are 
said to outclass comparable ships 
in the French fleet. 

The Nurnberg, sixth light crui- 
ser allowed Germany by the treaty, 
was launched recently at Kiel. 
French experts admit she can 
steam five knots faster than the 
Jeanne de Vienne and her sister- 
ships in the French squadrons. 

The Nurnberg, however, is only 
6000 tons as prescribed by the 
treaty, while the French vessels are 
7729. The resultant fuel saving for 
the German ships, it is pointed out 
give them a great advantage, Both 
classes carry nine 6-inch guns. 

The new German light cruisers 
are viewed as potentially powerful 
commerce raiders. The Nurnberg 
has a cruising radius of more than 
7000 miles at 14.5 knots. Her ma- 
chinery is partly geared turbines 
and partly Diesel engines. 

Besides the Nurnberg’s sister 
ships, Emden, Koenigsberg, Karls- 
ruhe, Koln and Leipzig, Germany, 
under the treaty, may build two 
more as _ reserves. 

Twelve Nazi Destroyers. 

Other comparisons mention 12 
powerful destroyers in the German 
service and state that the whole 
fleet personnel. numbers 4300 offi- 
cers and 24,000 men, although the 
maximum set at Versailles em- 
braced 1500 officers and 15,000 men. 

The French naval establishment 
totals 4000 officers and 55,000 men. 
While this is nearly twice tbe re- 
ported German strength, the French 
believe that most of the Nazi sail- 
ors, like enlisted men in the regular 
army, are trained to become offi- 
cers at a moment’s notice. 

But for the moment the subma- 
rine question is causing the most 
apprehension, largely because of 
the detailed figures which accom- 
pany the reports from French na- 
val experts. 

The first submarine class, ,of 
which the French say Germany has 
completed 14, is said to consist of 
submersibles of 1800 tons’ each, 
with speeds of 20 knots on the sur- 
face and 12 submerged. They car- 
ry eight torpedo tubes and two deck 
guns of large caliber. 

The second class is reported to be 
made up of 4500-ton craft. The 
three of this class in service are 
said to make 24 knots on the sur- 
face and 15 under water. Ten tor- 
pedo tubes and four deck guns are 
listed as equipment. 

Plane-Carrying Submarines. 

The third class, say French ex- 
perts, are designed to carry 16 
small hydroairplanes in their holds, 
six ready for instant launching and 
10 dismantled. The planes would 
be launched by catapult. Although 
none of this class is in service, the 
French experts say one will begin 
its trials early in February. 

The airplane-carrying submarines 
are reported to have cruising 
ranges sufficient to enable them to 
remain at sea a month.

KING PRAJADHIPOK

To Dispose of Holdings Yield- 
ing Him $1,500,000 a Year 
if Denied Power.

BANGKOK, Siam, Jan. 22.—King 
Prajadhipok has threatened to sell 
his Siamese possessions as a result 
of difficulties with the home Gov- 


ernment, which months ago caused 
‘him to contemplate deserting the 
throne. 

The King now is in England, 
where a mission was sent recently 
to attempt to patch up the quarrel, 
growing from an act limiting his 
powers over the life of his sub- 
jects. 

British interests were said to be 
ready to buy Prajadhipok’s proper- 
ty, which includes the “emerald 
Buddha,” celebrated gem of which 
all Siamese are proud.

COMMITTEE APPROVES OCEAN 
AND AIR MAIL SUBSIDIES 


Favors Continuance of 1935 Fund 
but Mentions Future Policy 
Is Being Studied. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—The 
disputed ocean and foreign air mail 
subsidies weathered the scrutiny of 
the House Appropriations Commit- 
tee today and came through unim- 
paired in the recommendations of 
funds for the Post Office Depart- 
ment for the fiscal year 1936. 

In reporting a $900,025,598 money 
bill for the Treasury and postoffice 
departments, the committee pointed 
out, however, that studies were un- 
der way looking to the future sub- 
sidy policy. Pending the outcome, 
“the committee has approved the 
recommendations of the budget to 
continue the amount of the 1935 ap- 
propriations.” 

Whereas in former years all for- 
eign mail was under one sum—$37,- 
500,000 for the current fiscal year— 
the committee divided it into $28,- 
850,000 for ocean mail and $8,575,- 
000 for “foreign mail service,” of 
which $7,000,000 is for air mail. 

The domestic air mail allowance 
was $10,700,000, which is $1,300,000 
less than the current appropriation 
but $1,200,000 above the present cost 
of the service. This $1,200,000 is 
to “provide for further extension 
and additional schedules.” 


LEAGUE ACCEPTS PROBLEM 
OF EMIGRATION FROM SAAR 


At France’s Reauest. Council Will 
Hear Suggestions at Its 
Next Session. 

By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Jan. 22.—The League 
of Nations accepted responsibility 
yesterday for the hundreds of ref- 
ugees fleeing from the Saar terri- 
tory. The Council voted that pro- 
posals for handling the problem 
shall be submitted at its next ses- 
sion. 

France told the Council it wil- 
lingly welcomed the refugees, but 
said financial support from the 
League was needed because for 15 
years inhabitants of the Saar have 
been “in a sense subjects of the 
League of Nations.” At the same 
time the French memorandum in- 
sisted that the League should pre- 
vent harmful effects of continued 
emigration from the Saar “by deal- 
ing with the causes of that evil.

DELEGATE SEEKS 
U.9. PROTECTORATE 
FOR PHILIPPINES 


Commissioner Tells Con- 
gress That Japan Is ‘Real 
Menace’ to Independence 


of the Islands.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—Coming 
out flatly in favor of an American 
protectorate in the Philippines in 
lieu of complete independence there, 
Commissioner Pedro Guevara tpld 
the House yesterday that the Fili- 
pino people today looked on Japan 
as “a real menace to independence 
for the Islands.” 

His surprise declaration, in which 
he gave voice to recurring infer- 
ences that the Philippines soon will 
seek modification of the _  inde- 
pendence act from Congress. Im- 
mediately aroused an accusation 
from Representative Welch (Rep.), 
California, that Guevara had re- 
versed his position, in view of his 
long fight on the House floor for 
full independence , 

Guevara replied enigmatically 
that he had not changed his opin- 
ion, but said he would not hesitate 
to reverse his previous stand if 
that would mean security for the 
Islands, 


Calis Japan by Name. 

“The sentiment of the Philippine 
people right now is that they look 
at Japan as a real menace to Philip- 
pine independence,” he declared 
pointedly, thus. calling by name the 
'“certain nation” he had referred to 
‘cautiously in his prepared speech 
| warning Congress that economic ab- 
sorption and gobbling up of the 
Islands by that country was threat- 
ened. 

“The best interests of the Philip- 
pines, the United States and the 
‘whole world will be better served 
with an American protectorate of 
the Islands,” Guevara replied to an 
interruption from Representative 
Martin (Dem.), Colorado, inquiring 
of present Philippine desires. 

Guevara outlined his distrust of 
‘Japan in view of recent alleged 
‘treaty violations and Japan’s with- 
‘drawal from the League of Nations. 
‘He added that because of these 
nt events, he was afraid the pro- 
posed neutralization agreement for 
the Philippine republic would not 
| work. 
| “The safety of the islands rests 
upon their being under American 
protection,” he emphasized. 

Danger to U. S. Markets. 
| Referring to American markets in 
the islands, Guevara declared that 
if present Japanese textile sales in- 
crease, soon that country would 
wipe out the American textile busi- 
ness in the islands entirely. 

Representative Fish (Rep.), New 
York, inquired why American trade 
was rapidly disappearing, and Gue- 
vara said this was because the Phil- 
ippine Legislature recently was not 
permitted to pass a tariff law to 
protect the American market there. 

“Does the gentleman know what 
the objection to the Filipino law 
was, and where it came from?” Fish 
continued. “Is it not a fact that the 
State Department objected to the 
Philippine Congress protecting the 
American textile business?” 

“That is a very embarrassing 
question,” Guevara replied. 

Asked by Martin if there had been 
a change in Philippine sentiment to- 
ward complete independence since 
passage of the independence act, 
Guevara replied: 

“The sentiment of the Philippine 
people at this moment is that they 
look at Japan as a real menace to 
Philippine independence. In _ this 
connection, I wish to state that when 
the Japanese Vice-Consul at Ma- 
nila justified the big holdings of the 
Japanese in Davas and their invest- 
ment in the Philippine Islands, he 
said that whether or not such hold- 
ings and investments would be a 
menace to Philippine independence 
was up to the Philippines them- 
selves, implying: ‘If you please us 
you can have independence like 
Manchuria. If not, you know what 
is coming to you.’” 

Appeal for Protectorate. 

“Would the future welfare of the 
islands be best conserved by their 
ultimate and complete independence 
from the United States, or by main- 
taining relationships with the Unit- 
ed States,” Martin asked.

GUMMITTEE VOTES 
10 EASE GAG RULE 
UN BiG WORKS BILL 


Insurgents Force 
Agreement to Allow 
More Debate on 4 Billion 
Dollar Measure. 


House

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22. — The 
House Rules Committee voted a lib- 
eralized gag, rule today for House 
consideration of the $4,880,000,000 
works-relief program. 

The action was taken without a 
record vote as President Roosevelt 
conferred with Speaker Byrns and 
Chairman Buchanan of the House 
Appropriations Committee and after 
Democratic leaders had called a 
party caucus for 4 p. m. to bind the 
majority to support the measure. 

Objectors on the committee, who 
delayed the bill yesterday, gained 
some concessions. One hour’s de- 
batae was allowed on the rule and 
three hours on the bill itself, in- 
stead of one, as proposed. In addi- 
tion, a motion to send the measure 
back to committee was assured and 
other amendments are to be offered 
by the Appropriations Committee. 

The insurgents demanded changes 
in the bill affecting classification of 
public works projects to be under- 
taken. 

The measure will be prought up 
in the House tomorrow. 

Republicans Offer Substitute. 


After a secret conference, Repub- 
licans under the leadership cof 
Snell of New York, offered a pro- 
posal to scrap the administration 
measure, which would give the 
President the $4,880,000,000 in a 
“lump sum” with discretion as to 
how it should be spent. Declaring 
Congress would be giving away its 
power by delegating such authority 
to the President, the Republicans 
proposed a substitute, containing a 
provision to keep the Government 
out of competition with private busi- 
ness. Each state would be given 
a pro rata share of the appropria- 
tion, to be spent only through pri- 
vate contractors. 

“We are united against this bill 
that would take away from Con- 
gress the right to appropriate and 
legislate,” Snell said. 

Some leaders expressed fear that, 
if brought up without drastic 
curbs, the administration’s “lump 
sum” proposal would be lost under 
“log-rolling” attempts to ear-mark 
sums for legislators’ home districts. 

Chairman Buchanan’ expressed 
that opinion yesterday in arguing 
with the Rules Committee. Cox 
Dem.), Georgia, replied: “That 
looks like an indictment of, the 
patriotism of the membership of 
the House.” 

Among the members of the Rules 
Committee who demand more lib- 
eral debate on the bill are Smith 
of Virginia, Dies of Texas, Lewis 
of Colorado and Cox of Georgia. 


Want to Know Who Will Run It. 

Buchanan was questioned closely 
by Rules Committee members as to 
who would head the unified relief- 
works agency proposed by President 
Roosevelt. Some House members 
are still angry over the handling of 
PWA by Secretary of the Interior 
Ickes. 

Buchanan said he could not say 
who would be chosen. Whether any 
move would be made later to let 
the “revolting” Congressmen know 
the President’s choice was not 
known. 

“The President has come to the 
conclusion,” Buchanan said, “that 
he can’t bring about recovery unless 
we put 3,500,000 men to work. He 
wants the $4,000,000,000 now to start 
the transition from the dole to work 
relief.” 

The rest, $880,000,000, is for carry- 
ing on direct relief and other activ- 
ities while the change is being made.

Immediately afterward, Buchanan 
introduced the bill and went before 
the Rules Committee. He asked 
that debate be limited to one hour 
and that all amendments except 
those proposed by his committee 
be barred from consideration. This 
precivitated the fight in the Rules 
Committee. 

Besides demanding at least three 
hours of debace on the measure, the 
insurgents informed Democratic 
leaders that the classification of 
projects listed in the bill was un- 
satisfactory. They complained that 
although it mentioned slum clear- 
ance, rural housing, reforestation, 
soil erosion, and many others, it did 
not list river and harbor improve- 
ments or irrigation projects.

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BOTH HOUSES PASS

loan bills were passed by both 
houses of Congress yesterday des- 
pite the President’s declaration last 
session that he hoped he had seen 
the last of such measures.

The House bill, calling for $40,- 
000,000, was sent to the Senate with- 
out much opposition, but Senator 
King (Dem.), Utah, opposed the 
$100,000,000 Senate measure. 

King did not attempt to reduce 
the amount, saying he thought it 
would be “futile.” In a general 
statement of his views, he called 
for less “brain trust propaganda” 
in government and said “the people 
are being governed too much by the 
executive branch.” 

“Legislation is being formulated 
by the executives,’ he said. “They 
are becoming propagandists and 
the people are being inflamed and 
aroused by these appeals. In many 
instances the people give assent to 
enormous appropriations without 
full knowledge of their need.” He 
said there should be a law to pre- 
vent executive departments from 
“propagandizing for large appro- 
priations for Federal activities and 
for activities which do not come 
within the purview of the Govern- 
ment.”

DROP IN GERMAN FOREIGN 
TRADE BALANCE IN 1934

LIFE BEGINS— 
Capt. Henry Wooding, rounding out 42 consecutive 
years as Mayor of Danville, Va., at the age of 91, 
is getting ready to do battle at the polls again this 
year, and well he might. Look at his record for 1934: 
a $155,000 bond issue retired; a 714 per cent increase 
in municipal salaries, restoring them to pre-depres- 
sion levels; all bills paid and $90,000 in the bank. 
That is running a government in these times, whether 
it be in a city of Danville’s 22,247 population, a 
metropolis or an Ozark village. 
Drawing on his Bible and corncob pipe for wisdom, 
strength and solace, Capt. Wooding says: “I do not see 
why I should not run for office so long as I am 
physically well and my faculties are not impaired.” 
There is much to be said against perennial office- 
holders. One of the mistakes of our times, however, 
has been the tendency of government and business 
to fix an arbitrary age limit on man’s mental ability 
and usefulness. The wealth of opposing evidence 
from the Edisons, the Shaws and, yes, the Woodings, 
should have taught us better. 
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CLASSIFYING 3.2 BEER. 
Gov. Park has wisely changed the administration 
liquor. control bill to define as intoxicating any 
liquor containing more than one-half of 1 per cent 
of alcohol. The effect of this, of course, is to place 
3.2 beer in the category of intoxicating liquor. 
In the Governor’s message to the Legislature, he 
said that the question whether 3.2 beer is or is not 
intoxicating was one of fact for the Legislature to de- 
termine. In our comment on the message, we made 
the point that the question should be settled in the 
light of the problem of administration. It is one 
that must be settled arbitrarily and the Governor has 
done so. If the bill is passed, classification of 3.2 
beer as an intoxicant will automatically transfer its 
supervision from the Department of Health to the 
Supervisor of Liquor Control, where it belongs. 
What the bill aims to do is to end the present dis- 
tinction in law between 3.2 beer and beer of higher 
alcoholic content. This distinction has enabled thou- 
sands of tavern keepers to set up business with a 
$10-a-year 3.2 permit and, under cover of that permit, 
to sell beer of higher alcoholic content and hard 
liquors. These permit holders not only compete un- 
fairly with others who pay the $300-a-year liquor li- 
cense fee, but it is practically impossible for en- 
forcement agents to cope with them. 
Under the administration bill, a beer vendor would 
‘pay $50 a year and be subject to the same supervision 
as all other liquor sellers. It may not entirely solve 
the problem of liquor law evasion, but it is pretty cer- 
tain to go a long way in that direction, provided a 
search and seizure clause is enacted. 
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MR. CAPPER’S APPORTIONMENT PLAN. 
Senator Capper of Kansas, by sponsoring a consti- 
tutional amendment to exclude aliens from the count 
governing the apportionment of Representatives 
among the states, has reopened a perennial argument 
that is essentially based on sectionalism. It is Mr. 
Capper’s contention that inclusion of aliens in such 
figures gives an unfair advantage to the states with 
large alien populations, at the expense of those “most 
largely composed of native-born and naturalized citi- 
zens.” Thus, in effect, he draws a line between the 
agricultural and industrial districts. 

The changes in representation to which Mr. Capper 
refers were caused not by any unusual influx of im- 
migrants (on the contrary, immigration has virtually 
ceased), but by the population movement from the 
farm to the city.

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CONSERVATION OR DESTRUCTION? 


ence in New York this week, the question of migra- 
tory waterfowl and its conservation becomes acute. 

The National Audubon Societies of America, chiefly 
through T. Gilbert Pearson, president emeritus, ad- 
vocate closing of the shooting séason for migratory 
waterfowl over a period of one year. This will be 
the chief consideration of the game conference, and 
the reaction of the assembled American and Canadian 
game officials to the proposal is of the greatest im- 
portance. 

To close the shooting season on waterfowl abso- 
lutely is a dangerous proposal for the following 
reasons: 
1. It would cripple the revenues of ‘game law en- 
forcement, The Federal Government would be wholly 
deprived of the money derived from the sale of so- 
called duck stamps. The states would also lose the 
revenues derived from licenses to hunt migratory 
waterfowl. The one is the Government’s principal 
support in this field, and the other is a considerable 
part of the support of all game conservation in the 
states. : 
2. It would expose the game to pot hunting and 
marketing upon a scale which is impossible under 
present protection. The Biological Survey, which 
administers the Federal regulations for taking migra- 
tory waterfowl, has not yet entirely suppressed de- 
struction of game for commercial purposes, nor have 
the states done so. Many barbarous evils will multi- 
ply as quickly as enforcement of the game laws is 
relaxed. Trapping ducks alone can become more de- 
structive than regulated shooting. The states cannot 
maintain their game departments upon licenses is- 
sued to take domestic game, nor could they hope 
to preserve their domestic game. The taking of mi- 
gratory waterfowl under proper legal restraints is 
an indispensable corollary to all game protection in 
the United States, one so important to the whole 
scheme of game protection that it should be main- 
tained despite every opinion to the contrary. 
If the game conference is in any doubt of what 
would happen if the shooting seasons on migratory 
waterfowl were suspended for a period of years, it 
has for its guidance the experience of those states 
of the Union and provinces of Canada which have 
undertaken by absolute prohibition to preserve other 
vanishing species. We recently told of the experi- 
ence of Saskatchewan. Saskatchewan sought in this 
way to stop the recession of the moose and other 
species. The Game Commissioner of the Province, 
A. E. Etter, asserts unresefvedly the utter failure of 
-this effort. He warns the United States and Canada 
against trying to prohibit utterly for a time the tak- 
ing of migratory waterfowl. The experience of his 
own Province was that such prohibitions first de- 
prived the law of adequate means for enforcement, 
and then exposed the game to the resentment of those 
who took the law into their own hands. 
The Advisory Board under the Migratory Bird 
Treaty meets in July. Its judgment will necessarily 
be colored by the judgment of the game conference 
in New York this week. The way to avoid a serious 
mistake in the second instance is to avoid a serious 
mistake in the first instance. The migratory water- 
fowl have been seriously affected by the long drouth, 
but there are kinds of ducks and geese which are 
not materially damaged. The reports of the Bio- 
logical Survey show this to be true of the black 
ducks on the Eastern seacoast, of the mallards in the 
Mississipi Valley and of pintail ducks on the West- 
ern and Southwestern seacoasts. There are kinds of 
geese that are, if anything, increasing in number. 
The present Federal regulations recognize these dif- 
ferences in scarcity. They serve admirably the prop- 
er objective of conservation. Since they preserve the 
revenues for game enforcement and keep game offi- 
cials in the field, they are vastly preferable to such 
a prohibition as that proposed by the Audubon So- 
cieties. 
The game conference would, in our judgment, be 
wise to set its foot down upon any proposal to stop

Confectioner Had Been Ill for 


Six Monthsx—Was 78 
Years Old. 


The funeral of Hugo G. Goerner, 
head of the family partnership own- 
ing the Speck and Leonhard con- 
fectioneries, who died of uremic 
poisoning and complications of age 
last night at his home, 5836 Julian 
avenue, will be held tomorrow. 

Services will be at 2:30 Pp. m. at 
West Presbyerian Church, of which 
he was an elder,-with burial in Bel- 
lefontaine Cemetery. Mr. Goerner, 
who was 78-years old, had been ill 
six months. He retired from active 
participation in the business several 
years ago, but until he became ill 


spent some time daily at the origin- 
al confectionery, 414 Market street. 

The confectioneries are restau- 
rants, retaining something of the at- 
mosphere of old St. Louis. They 
specialize in sandwiches and bak- 
ery goods. Fine gilt mirrors of old- 
fashioned design and antique fit- 
tings distinguish their appearance. 
Many business and _ professional 
men have had luncheon at these 
places regularly for years. <As a 
result, Mr. Goerner enjoyed a wide 
acquaintance. His kindly greetings 
were a familiar part of the flavor 
of the cafes. 


Story of His Cafes. 


Speck’s was established on Mar- 
ket street in 1848 and has become 
known as the oldest business es- 
tablishment operating continuous- 
ly at orfe location in the city. Mr. 
Goerner and his. brother-in-law, 
C. Louis Hammerstein, then secre- 
tary of the Board of Education, 
bought the confectionery in 1903 
and perpetuated its old-time char- 
acteristics. Until the Circuit 
Court moved from the old Court- 
house across the street to its pres- 
ent structure in 1930, judges, law- 
yers and litigants were © regular 
customers. Some of them still go 
back. 

Leonhard’s was established in 
the early 40’s at 320 Market street. 
Its original building, a landmark, 
was razed in 1919 fo make way for 
a fur warehouse and it moved to 
117 North . Eighth’ street. Mr. 
Goerner purchased Leonhard’s in 
1905. To replace some of the orig- 
inal fixtures, such as marble-topped 
tables, he sent to New Orleans and 
California. A second Speck’s cof- 
fee house was established by the 
family a number of years ago at 
1114 Locust street. 

Frank N. Goerner, eldest son of 
Mr. Goerner, became a partner in 
the business when Mr. Hammer- 
stein died in 1912. Since then the 
other four sons, Bates J., H. Wal- 
lace, David G. and Ralph T. Goer- 
ner, have joined the partnership. 


First Job at Age of 12. 


Born in Springfield, [ll., the son 
of Mr. and Mrs. John Goerner, Mr. 
Goerner was brought here as a boy 
before the Civil War. He attended 
German private schools and the pub- 
lic schools until he was 12, and later 
went to night schools for a time. 
On leaving school he started work- 
ing and at 16 became an apprentice 
of G. H. Thonssen and Julius 
Balke at 13 South Broadway, learn- 
ing the trade of a picture-moulding 
silver layer. 

From 1878 to 1895 he was em- 
ployed by Newcomb Bros. in the 
wall paper and window shade busi- 
ness, except for two years spent at 
the grocery house of an uncle in 
San Francisco. Subsequently, until 
becoming a restaurateur, he was 
a salesman for the National Wall 
Paper Co. and its successor, the G. 
H. Oliver Wall Paper Co. 

In 1881 he married Miss Minnie 
L. Johnson, a school teacher. She 
died in 1913. The next year he mar- 
ried her sister, Miss Jane C. John- 
son, also a teacher, who died in 
1923. Surviving, besides the five 
sons, are a daughter, Miss Mary 
Janette Goerner; two brothers, Ju- 
lius and Rudolph Goerner; a sister, 
Mrs. Augusta Boardman, and 15 
grandchildren.

They were headed by 
Virgil Geddes and Paul Sifton, both 
of whom have had plays pro- 
duced. In circulars distributed 
among the first nighters, they 
charged the Theater Guild, which 
presented “Escape Me Never,” with 
unfairness toward new American 
playwrights. 

“How is the writing for the 
American theater to grow in qual- 
ity and importance if the Theater 
Guild is allowed to continue its 
policy of making gestures to fresh 
talent without putting this talent 
before its audiences by way of pro- 
duction?” the protesting drama- 
tists asked. 

“Escape Me Never,” by the au- 
thor of the hit of some years ago, 
“The Constant Nymph,” depicts the 
humor and tragedy in the life of 
Gemma, a homeless young girl who 
falls in love with an unscrupulous 


musical genius.

BY MRS. ROOSEVELT 


35 States Represented at 
White House Entertainment 
for Club Members. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22. — Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt entertained 
900 women from 35 states at the 
White House yesterday. 

More than half of the 1700 mem- 
bers of the Chautauqua Women’s 
Club came. Some of them are dele- 
gates to the anti-war conference 
opening today, 

Mounting a small platform which 
she carried, Mrs. Roosevelt had to 
make two speeches—one to the 
crowd lunching in the State dining 
room, and one to those eating in the 
East Room—so all could hear her 
say: 
“I have been very much encour- 
aged by the number of acceptances. 
I am not so sure a year and a 
half ago so many of you would have 
felt confidence enough to make this 
trip from so many different parts 
of the country. It shows improve- 
ment. I am glad to have 900 in- 
stead of a paltry 300.” 

Mrs. Percy V. Pennybacker, 80- 
year-old club woman, got a great 
hand with her response: “We are 
here, Mrs. Roosevelt, a thousand 
strong!” She was the one who had 
estimated a 300 attendance. 

Oldest White House employes 
couldn’t remember such a luncheon 
crowd. Extra dishes were ordered 
by great traysful. Paper napkins 
were swiftly substituted for linen. 
While the vanguard of guests was 
going down the receiving line, the 
White House housekeeper tele- 
phoned orders for more supplies, 
just to be sure she could feed a 
thousand if necessary. Screened 
from view, and protected by a 
heavy cloth, the famous gold piano 
was transformed into a serving ta- 
ble for the angel food cake. Be- 
hind the screen, too, a panorama 
cameraman set up his tall tripod, 
meanwhile musing that he’d been 
taking pictures here for 25 years, 
and it was the first time he’d ever 
known of a panorama picture in the 
East Room. 

Receiving with blue-gowned Mrs. 
Roosevelt were: Mrs. Pennybacker, 
a diminutive, white-haired figure, 
exquisitely gowned in purple silk, 
its neck-puff and sleeves lined with 
lavender; Carrie Chapman Catt, 
now an anti-war crusader, in black 
crepe with sheer white blouse, too 
interested to lean on her black 
cane, and pleased when some guests 
asked if she weren’t the Presi- 
dent’s mother; and Mrs. Arthur D. 
Bestor, wife of the Chautauqua 
president, black-hatted, and gowned 
in black and silver. 

They shook hands with women in 
street suits, women in velvets, wom- 
en in trailing laces. A few were 
in wheel chairs. Two that were 
blind were led by friends. 

Because of the numbers, it was a 
picnic lunch—ham, potato salad, 
buns, pickles, coffee, ice cream and 
cake. 

“Wonderfully managed” was the 
compliment of velvet-gowned Miss 
Anne Gray of Washington, oldest 
member present, who will be 90 on 
March 17. 

She stood with the rest along the 
wall, and insisted on standing even

PLENTY OF HELL IN WORLD 
RIGHT NOW, DR. STOCKING SAYS 


St. Louis Pastor Declares Motive of 
Missions Is Still to Save 
Men. 

By the Associated Press. 

EVANSTON, Ill, Jan. 22.—The 
Rev. Dr. Jay T.' Stocking of St. 
Louis believes that hell is no longer 
a mere theological idea, but a defini- 
tion of plight most of the world is in 
now. 

Addressing the national executive 
conference of the Congregational- 
Christian Church, Dr. Stocking, who 
is moderator of the church’s general 
council, and retiring pastor of Pil- 
grim Congregational Church, said 
last night: 

“The founders of modern missions 
were filled with pity and sympathy. 
Their mission was to save’men from 
hell. This must ever be the motive 
of missions. We must have a sense 
of hell, not the hell of a one-time 
theological faith, but the hell that 
is a present observable fact. We 
do not need to preach hell, for their 
is plenty of it in the world to be 
seen.” 

Dr. Stocking told the _  con- 
ference “the growth of prosperity 
- « » removed many from the per- 
sonal experience of human need 
. « - and the worship of prosperity 

. even resulted in curtailed mis- 
sionary giving even in the days of 
greatest wealth.” 

The Rev. John R. Scotford, of 
New York, member of the Commit- 
tee on Missions, told the Conference 
that contributions to mission work 
were “definitely on the upward 
trend.” During the last four months 
he said, the first real increases 
have been noticed since the annua] 
income for this purpose declined 
from $3,101,619 in 1930 to $1,389,249 
in 1934. 


JOHNSON TELLS Writ 
HE DIDN'T QUIT SOUNER 


Says, in Article, Secretary of 
Labor Perkins Talked Him 
Out of Resigning. 


By the Associated Press. 
PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 22.—Gen, 


Hugh S. Johnson relates in this 
week’s installment of his series of 
articles in the Saturday Evening 
Post that Secretary of Labor Per- 
kins talked him out of resigning 
from the NRA when he intended to 
quit because he was made respon 
sible to a Cabinet board, rather 
than directly to the President. 

The former NRA Administrator 
writes that he was taken aback by 
the change, because he thought it 
indicated lack of confidence in him, 
“IT thought that I should not un- 


dertake this unprecedented job in 
such circumstance and atmosphere,” 
he. says. “When I had recovered 
from the surprise ... ., I started 
back to my office with my mind 
fully made up as to what I must 
do. 

“I was intercepted by Madam 
Secretary of Labor, who apparente- 
ly saw in my face what I intended, 
She asked me, and I told her frank- 
ly that I was going to resign right 
then, not from pique but because 
I felt that a situation had been 
created that completely changed 
what I had undertaken to do. 

“She asked me to get in her car 
and, while we drove slowly around, 
she pointed out to me that what I 
proposed doing would make a great 
upset and interfere with the Presi- 
dent’s vacation; said that I had an 
}absolute duty to stay at least until 
his return; conjectured that, per- 
haps, some co-ordination could be 
worked out; observed that there was 
an immense social service to be re- 
quired any way; was generally so 
understanding, friendly, kindly and 
persuasive that there was hardly 
a choice but to agree with her, and 
—as it has turned out—very fatu- 
ously, I did. 

“When a man can’t subscribe to 
a plan of action for which he is 
asked to accept responsibility, he 
has no business to undertake any 
part of it—no matter what the con< 
trary consideratins may be.”

OF PUBLIC SERVICE TRAINING 


Graduate Students, “Carefully Se- 
lected,” to Have “Internship” in 
Government Work. 

By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—Dr. John 


Bryant Conant, president of Har 
vard, in an address here last night, 
told of a new plan for training men 
for Government service which has 
been undertaken by Harvard. 

“The department of government, 
in co-operation with the depart- 
ments of history, economics and so- 
ciology and the law school, is inauw 
gurating a three-year program of 
graduate study for a small group of 
carefully selected men,” he said. 

“The second year of this work will 
be in the nature of a public service 
internship. Through a co-operating 
committee it is hoped that the 
student may be placed in a position 
in governmental work or in certain 
types of private enterprise where he 
will get practical experience. 

“During this year he will also be 
in touch with the university and 
then return for a final year of work

CONFERENCE 10 : 
DISCUSS YEAR'S 
CLOSED SEASON 

ON DUCKHUNTING 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—It was the 
little fellow pitted against the big 
fellow today as the twenty-first 
American Game Conference took up 
the “loaded” question of whether 
a one-year closed season on duck 
shooting should be declared in the 
United States and Canada, 

For five years sportsmen have 
been putting off action on the 
steadily diminishing population of 
waterfowl. 

A Million Hunters. 


Amateur statisticians estimate 
there are approximately 1,000,000 
duck-shooters in the United States, 
While a proposed closure would de- 
prive them of duck shooting for a 
year, they are represented as being 
in favor of the prohibition. 

The National Association of Aus 
dubon Societies is expected to pre- 
sent a resolution requesting en- 
dorsement of a closed season. 

Whatever decision is reached, 
however, may be nullified or aided 
by the action of Representative Wil- 
liam Berlin of Pennsylvania, who 
plans to appear at the conference 
in defense of a bill he introduced 
in Congress calling for a _ closed 
season from July 1, 1935, to July 1, 
1936. 

Decision by the conference for a 
year’s moratorium would be passed 
on in the form of a recommenda- 
tion to the Migratory Treaty Advis- 
ory Board, composed of Canadians 
and Americans, who in turn would 
turn it over to Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Wallace with final decision left 
to President Roosevelt. That proc 
ess would require several months. 

Independent interests last year 
were gaid to have attempted un- 


successfully to persuade President: 


Roosevelt to declare a 1934 contle 
nental closed season for game. 

The dearth of ducks, of the dive 
ing variety, was discussed by the 
600 delegates yesterday. Represen- 
tatives from the Chesapeake Bay 
sector reported birds plentiful, but 
others from Northern New York 
said they were scarce. 

The question of a waterfowl mor 
atorium was on today’s program, 
conducted by Hoyes Lloyd, super- 
visor of wild life protection in Can- 
ada.

1931 ‘BIG THREE 
CONTINUES IN 
TOP CONDITION

LOS ANGELES, Jan. 22.—Equi- 
poise, second leading money win- 
ner of all time, was watched care- 
fully by his handlers today after 
pulling up lame following a brisk 
workout yesterday in preparation 
for the $100,000 Santa Anita Han- 
dicap to be run here Feb. 23. 

Handlers of the ace entry of the 
Cc. V. Whitney stables appeared to 
be little concerned about the lame- 
ness which they characterized as 
“just another ‘dickey,’” and ex- 
pressed confidence the big horse 
would come along in good shape. 

Nevertheless, with Cavalcade 
rated in some future books as a 
two to one favorite for the South- 
ern California turf classic, it is sig- 
nificant that at least two of the 
“big three” in the racing world in 
1931—Twenty Grand and Equi- 
poise—are unsound as they” go 
through their paces in an effort to 
forge up toward the enviable front 
rank money championship held by 
the great Sun Beau. 


Mate Is Still Sound. 


Mate, A. G. Bostwick’s dangerous 
contender, alone of the three big 
money horses that made turf his- 
tory beginning with their debut as 
three-year-olds four years ago, re- 
mains sound of limb. 

Twenty Grand, out here in the 
hope of getting up close to Sun 
Beau's record earnings of $376,744, 
accumulated in the process of win- 
ning 33 races, has made a dismal 


showing so far, being scratched six 


times. His stable refuses to gam- 
ble on him except under perfect 
conditions. Four times rain kept 
him in the barn, and twice the 
Greentree Stable reported he had 
gone. sore. 

The stout Twenty Grand was re- 
tired to the stud three years ago. 
A failure there, he *-as lured back 
into activity by Santa Anita’s rich 
purse. Many observers believe the 
horse is through. 

Mate, coming out here after a 
busy campaign in England, has a 
good chance to surpass Sun Beau’s 
earnings if he is in condition. Up 
to 1934 he had brought his “million- 
aire Jockey” owner $287,365. 

Cavalcade, re-entering the game 
after a layoff occasioned several 
months ago by a quarter crack in 
his hoof, has not taken a time trial 
since his arrival last week. 

Equipoise stepped. six furlongs 
yesterday in 1:15 2-5, and clockers 
said that after he cooled off he 
had a noticeable limp.

' Building of 500 Baseball Parks

COLUMBUS, O., Jan. 22.—Construction of 500 enclosed baseball 
parks to spur employment and promote professional baseball was 
proposed today by Joe F. Carr, promotional director of organized 
baseball and president of the National Professional Baseball League. 


The project, which Carr said has 
the indorsement of baseball men 
throughout the country, would be 
financed from the $4,000,000,000 
public works fund asked of Con- 
gress. 

“The building of 500 baseball 
parks throughout the country,” he 
said, “would put innumerable men 
to work and make sossible the in- 


ee of professional baseball 
4 in most of the cities, which 


would give additional work to 
thousands of boys who are anxious 
to take up the national game as a 
profession. 

“In most instances the parks 
would be self-liquidating projects, 
for in addition to their use for pro- 
fessional baseball they could be 
made the center of all athletic ac- 
tivity in the communities, where 
entertainment of all kinds could be 
produced to build up the morale of 
the people.”

RING MISS OTT WORE 


Millionaire Bought It, Witness 
Says, Because Her Sister Was 
Embarrassed on Trips.

NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—Geraldine} 


Ott was embarrassed, her sister tes- 
tified yesterday, because she had no 
wedding ring, and to please her 
Bertrand L. Taylor Sr., 72-year-old 


leather millionaire, bought her a 
platinum band set with diamonds. 

The sister, Mrs. Marcella Ott 
Tower, took the witness stand to 
support Miss Ott’s claim to a wid- 
ow’s share of Taylor’s $1,250,000. 
Miss Ott contends she was Taylor’s 
common-law wife. 

“Gerry complained to B. L.,” said 
Mrs. Tower, “that because they 
were taking B. L.’s grandson on so 
many automobile trips, she was 
sometimes annoyed by appearing 
with no ring. 


“In May, 1931,” Mrs. Tower con- 


tinued, “before making a trip to 
Yosemite Valley, B. L. said to Ger- 
ry: ‘Gerry, dear, if you’d be hap- 
pier with a wedding ring, tell me 
whenever you see one you’d want 
and I'll get it for you.’” 
Purchase of Ring. 
On a shopping trip in Los Ange- 


les a day or two later Miss Ott 


picked out a ring and later showed 
it to Taylor, the witness said. 


“Tt’s a sweet ring,” was the mil- 
lionaire’s comment, Mrs. Tower 


said. “It looks awfully pretty. 


We'll have to go down and pay 
for it.’ Taylor then compared the 
ring, Mrs. Tower said, with her 


own “as to size and price.” 


Nathan Burkan, attorney for 
Taylor’s son and daughter — Ber- 
trand L. Taylor Jr. and the Count- 


ess Dorothy di Frasso—then asked: 
“Did they (Taylor and Miss Ott) 


discuss what was to be done in the 


event they had a family?” 
“No, not to my knowledge,” Mrs. 
Tower replied. : 
“Was that an oversight, too? 
Burkan continued. His reference 


-~was to the testimony of Miss Ott’s 
mother, Mrs. Louise Ott, who said 
“if was an oversight” not to have 
had the marriage details in writ- 
ing for the protection of her daugh- 


ter. 

“I really don’t know,” said Mrs. 
Tower. 

Trip to Europe. 

Mrs. Ott told the court Taylor 
and her daughter went through a 
common-law ceremony at the Ott 
family home at Pittsburg, Kan., 
Jan. 1, 1928. That was after Tay- 
lor had taken Miss Ott and her 
mother on a trip to Europe. 

Taylor in his will left only $10,- 
000 to “My friend, Geraldine Ott.” 

When asked by Burkan if Miss 
Ott “did not have her face lifted 
a few weeks before Taylor’s death,” 
Mrs. Tower replied: “I should say 
not. She wasn’t that old.” 

Miss Ott’s lawyer had _ several 
testimonials read into the record 
from persons stating they had 
heard Miss Ott referred to as Mrs. 
Taylor. 

Victoria Skarine, whose occupa- 
tion involves the treatment of 
physical maladies through the “use 
of bloodless surgery,” testified 
Taylor and Miss Ott often came to 
her operating room. She remem- 
bered that he called her “dear,” 
she said. 

Mme. Skarine permitted them to 
occupy the same studio, she said, 
a custom allowed only when the 
man and woman were married. 
They were together, she said, with- 
out clothing. 

Explains Her Treatments. 

Denying she was an osteopath or 
chiropractor, Mme. Skarine_ ex- 
plained she did “manipulations” 
with her fingers. 

Speaking with a French accent, 
Mme. Skarine referred to the late 
Mrs. Taylor as the financier’s “first 
wife.” She told the court she was 
born in Sweden, but perfected her 
“art” in France.

Diabetes Is 
An Ailment 
Of Nutrition 


Glucose Accumulates in 
Blood Through Failure to 
Oxidize.

HE early students of diabetes 
T spent a great deal of time in dis- 

cussing whether it was a disease 
of the kidneys. “The nature of the 
affection has been shown not to 
depend upon a primary change :n 
the kidneys by dissection,” wrote 
Rollo in 1791. The symptoms cer- 
tainly make one think of kidney in- 
volvement—the increased output of 
urine, the constant examination of 
urine as a guide to the progress of 
the malady—and most people, when 
they first begin to study the dis- 
euse, have that idea in mind. But 
it is not so. The kidney is in the 
picture merely because it is the 
principal organ to get rid of the 
end products of nutrition. And 
diabetes is a disease of nutrition. 
All the changes which occur in 
diabetes are due essentially to the 
simple fact that the diabetic body 
cannot utilize glucose for the pro- 
duction of energy. Glucose is a sim- 
ple sugar, and all«of our starchy 
(carbohydrate) food is reduced to 
glucose in the process of digestion. 
It is only in the form of glucose 
that it can be utilized or burned. Jt 
is utilized by being burned or oxi- 
dized, just as coal is burned or ox- 
idized in a furnace to furnish en- 
ergy for an engine. 

This oxidation of glucose is ac- 
complished in the muscles by the 
action of a substance formed by 
certain cells in the pancreas. In 
diabetes these cells are diseased, 
and the substance is either partly 
or wholly lacking. So that the glu- 
cose is not oxidized and accumu- 
lates in the blood. There is always 
some glucose in the blood, but when 
it gets over a certain proportion the 
kidneys remove it and pass it out 
of the body. 

One way to improve this condi- 

tion is to reduce the starch or glu- 
cose-forming elements in our food 
to an amount that the body is 
capable of utilizing. This, of course, 
reduces the amount of energy of 
which the body is capable, but since 
most of us take in more energy- 
forming material than we need, 
this procedure is not necessarily 
detrimental. It is only in those se- 
vere cases when the amount of glu- 
cose that can be oxidized is so low 
that the actual needs of the body 
cannot be met, that recourse to 
other means than diet is indicated. 
The fact that we do take in so 
much more carbohydrate than we 
need, accounts for the fact that in 
some perfectly normal persons 
there is occasionally sugar in the 
urine. The difference between this 
and true diabetes can be told by 
taking a glucose tolerance curve of 
the blood sugar. 
The liver seems to play a part in 
some forms of the disease. And in 
that connection it must be remem- 
bered that after glucose is formed 
in the digestive tract it is all car- 
ried to the liver and stored. It is 
changed slightly in chemical struc- 
ture to glycogen, and when the 
muscles demand it, is changed back 
to glucose and sent out to them.

Secretary of the Interior Ickes 
informs the public that the concrete 
used at Boulder Dam job would 
build “a standard 16-foot wide paved 
highway reaching from Miami in 
Florida to Seattle in Washington.” 

This country will build many such 
roads in the years to come, now 
that Franklin D. Roosevelt has 
taught the people how to spend 
money. 

Across the top of the dam, 45 
feet wide, a paved highway for 
automobiles, will carry travelers 
from Nevada to Arizona. On the 
Arizona sidé a winding road will 
lead to the top of the canyon. 


The dam forms an arch, like a 
section of a circle, reaching from 
wall to wall of the canyon, the 
outer curve turned upstream, the 
arch holding the weight of the ac- 
cumulated waters, in a reservoir 
“lake” reaching upstream 110 miles. 

It is the height of the water back 
of the dam, not the volume accum- 
ulated upstream that creates pres- 
sure on the dam. You might put 
the whole Atlantic ocean upstream 
back of that dam, at the same 
height, as planned for the reser- 
voir, and the dam would hold it.

ia season pass in review for your inspec- 

tion, and we hope they will suggest some 
practical ideas for your menus. As far as 
fruits are concerned, January is June in 
the large markets and fancy, high-priced 
grocery stores of the city. In the latter 
you see those fascinating and enchanting 
summer fruits from South America—nec- 
tarines, plums, peaches, apricots, cherries 
and honeydew melons—so beautiful to gaze 
upon and a magic wand that transports us, 
whether we will or not, to that sunny. land 
where the summer season is at its height. 

But in this article we are interested in the 
fruits that can be found in average-priced 
markets and grocery stores. Citrous fruits 
predominate and the prevailing colors are 
yellow or orange, shading to bright and dark 
reds. Florida oranges, grapefruit, tanger- 
ines, kumquats and strawberries are here in 
bountiful quantities; the California citrous 
season is well advanced, but California 
grapes, pears and avocados are beginning 
their season, Bananas from Cuba and 
other Southern countries are on the market 
the entire year. So, too, are pineapples, but 
a new crop begins in April and May. The 
finest apples come from Washington and 
Oregon, and they will remain firm and tart 
until early spring. 

Strange as it may seem, the first straw- 
berry rhubarb appearing in the market this 
year came from Canada, but Michigan is 
the great producer of this hothouse delicacy. 
The supply of Japanese persimmons has 
been unusually large; they appeared in No- 
vember and will remain until.the middle of 
February. Pomegranates raised in the Gulf 
States and California can be found from 
December until spring. The demand for 
pomegranates and kumquats is so small that 
they are sometimes difficult to find, but on 
request, your fruit dealer can get them 
for you.

In millions, from Boulder Dam 
they will fly in all directions, and 
sportsmen will have the pleasure of 
killing them. 


Boulder Dam is the highest dam 
in the world, towering 726 feet 
above bed rock, 110 to 130 feet be- 
low the river bed. 

Pseudo-economists, recently were 
prattling about “technocracy,”’ well 
meaning, silly gentlemen that would 
now do away with machinery and 
go back to “hand labor,” should visit 
Boulder Dam. 

The wall of the dam alone con- 

tains more cubic yards of masonry 
than would be needed to reproduce 
the great pyramids of Egypt. And 
it would take the men that have 
been employed on this dam, work- 
ing with old Egyptian methods, at 
least 1000 years to finish the con- 
crete wall of the dam alone, to say 
nothing of double tunnels through 
the solid rock on either side of the 
canyon, and all the steel and ma- 
chinery that ancient methods could 
not have produced at_all. 
What this country wants is not 
men working with pick and shovel, 
but more and more highly produc- 
tive machinery, plus brains enough 
to distribute that which is pro- 
duced. 


The Colorado River is now con- 
trolled, and docile. There will be 
no more floods in the Imperial Val- 
ley, but instead regular supplies of 
water and power as may be needed. 
Spillways and other outlets with 
their capacity of 525,000 cubic feet 
of water per second, would carry 
water enough to develop 25,000,000 
horse-power.

There is no special reason why 
South should not be playing this 
hand in six hearts. With a three- 
two spit in hearts and diamonds, 
seven is lay-down. With a break 
in either suit, six cannot be de 
feated. However, both suits are 
divided four-one. What can South 
do? There is only one way he can 
make the hand—a club opening. 
From West’s hand, a club seems 
the most desirable opening, pro- 
vided the suit has not been bid by 
South. Therefore, four teams got 
it, but only one South player made 
the bid. 

Even then, South must exercise 
a little care. He must win the club 
in his own hand with the ace, pre- 
serving the king as a re-entry to 
dummy, and then investigate the 
trump situation. The bad break is 
disclosed at once. After drawing 
three rounds of hearts, South 
should go after the diamonds. A 
small diamond to the ace, and a 
small diamond back. That is where 
most of the declarers made their 
mistake. They laid down the king 
of diamonds. West naturally 
trumped, and returned a second 
club, thus driving out a needed re- 
entry, and South can never make 
his bid. But with the small dia- 
mond play, West can overtrump 
South or not, just as he pleases. 
Assuming that he doesn’t over-ruff, 
South must give West his heart 
trick. The diamonds will be set up 
after one more lead, and there are 
two cards with which to get into 
dummy: The ace of spades and 
the king of clubs.

Then the walk back through the 
evening—silently, in a file, like 
weary animals—with the scorched 
earth relaxing and the slow, painful 
quickening of numbed mind and 
flesh. The blue of lights along the 
narrow street .. . the sound of 
men laughing, children calling in 
the twilight . . . the sleepy clamor 
of birds settling in the old’ cypress 
or on the crumbling, moss-grown 
walls. 

Then a quiet space, with the hills 
slipping silently in their great 
sweep beneath the stars—and the 
night wind whispering between the 
pale, green gravestones—and the 
coyotes gathering in a yammering 
pack along their hunting trail. And 
once more—sleep. 

So plain and bare, all of it. Yet, 
because of that very fact, each hap- 
piness had an importance, a dis~ 
tinct flavor and meaning, such as 
there can never be in city life. For 
in cities one actually lives very 
little. One skims life, touching 
only its swift and jumbled sur- 
faces. But in the desert things 
come so slowly, so sparsely that 
one gets everything out of each 
experience that it has to give. 

Simple sensations become impor- 
tant events. The feel of moistened, 
yielding earth after harsh, rainless 
months is ecstasy. That alone is 
enough to fill the day and the heart 
with quiet rapture. Even the men 
speak of it, for in such a life the 
smallest pleasure becomes common 
property, and one is not ashamed 
to feel or share one’s feelings. The 
rare taste of any finer dish than 
our usual beans . . the tang of 
tarweed that after each September 
floods the earth with its heavy, am- 
ber honey—the occasional luxury 
of a smooth sheet— 

No coyotes, bedding down in a 
rocky niche, lived more gauntly 
than we. There were none of those 
small niceties which city folk con- 
sider necessities. It was years be- 
fore I could again become accus- 
tomed to the complicated clatter 
and cluéter of “civilized life.” I 
still rebel against its meager sen- 
sations. So much happening out- 
side, so little inside—one lives in 
a blur. 

Never since has existence seemed 
so full of flavor and meaning. Ina 
strange, sad way I feel that I am 
starving. Life is so full of Things, 
the struggle for Things, the service 
to Things, that there is no time left, 
to feel anything. 

I wonder if that isn’t what ails 
most Americans today. We are 
like hungry children seated at a 
great feast — gloating, snatching, 
nibbling—then hurried along before 
we can satisfy ourselves. 

I am sick of it all. I am furious 
at this messy waste of life. I wish 
I were back again in the hills— 
really living again.

Sketches Made in the Stores of St. Louis

HE fashion designers would 
T nave us think that such house- 

wifely tasks as the scrubbing of 
floors and washing of dishes rank 
as popular feminine sports. House- 
dresses have gone the way of the 
horse and buggy and in their place 
we have swanky home frocks. 


A plaid gingham model with ac- 
tion pleats was created especially 
for that happy pastime of wielding 
a broom. A diagonally striped seer- 
sucker, if you please, has the cut of 
a smock so it stays in place while 
a woman is chasing cobwebs around 
the ceiling. A demure chintz print 
adds to the charming picture of 
Mrs. Newlywed ironing her hus- 
band’s shirts. And for sprinting to 
the butcher’s in search of a steak, 
a two-piece checked cotton with 
white pique trim, is supposed to 
help do it in nothing flat. 

By injecting these playful cos- 
tumes into the home, style authori- 
ties are endeavoring to add zest to 
the performance of menial tasks. 
How can a woman be disgruntled 
with her lot, they ask, when she is 
attired in a gay little frock? Burnt 
roasts and scorched pies become in- 
significant to the optimistic cook 
in a sprightly printed costume. 
Wash day no longer is known as 
“Blue Monday” when a red and 
white frock graces the laundry tub. 

Now that annual cleaning days 
will be here soon and homemakers 
will be singing their Spring Song to 
the clanking of scrub buckets, the 
swishing of mops and the humming 
of vacuum cleaners, the St. Louis 
retailers have their gayest sports 
models on display. They explain, of 
course, that the home frock of to- 
morrow may be the luncheon frock 
or golfing costume of next summer, 
providing that a woman knows how 
to perform those cleansing tasks in 
a very gentile manner. 

Since the term “housedresses” 
has been banished from the retail- 
ers dictionary, it has become diffi- 
cult to distinguish between’ the 
frock for the home and the frock 
to be worn outside.
